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T he Power Exchange Main Station 
at 74 Otis Street was allowed to 
expand its operations on Friday, 
December 20, enabling the club to re¬ 
sume occupancy of two floors that had 
been closed for fire code violations. As 
an interim measure, the club will be al¬ 
lowed to accommodate 209 patrons 
on three floors, up from the limit of 49 
imposed by Judge William Cahill on 
November 15 and continued on De¬ 
cember 5. 

A re-inspection of the club was 
conducted Friday by a large team of 
city officials, led by Deputy Director 
of Building Inspection William Wong 
and Ernest Lee of the Bureau of Fire 
Protection. Fire Captain Edward De 
Cossio - who initiated the original in¬ 
spection of the club - has been re¬ 
moved from the case and was not pre¬ 
sent. The inspectors noted a few re¬ 
maining minor safety concerns (e.g., 
furniture to be moved, latches to be 
installed on fire doors) that must be

threatens anyone else’s way of life; the Unit¬ 
ed States Senate came within one vote of 
passing a national bill to outlaw discrimi¬ 
nation against gays and lesbians in the 
workplace; and scientists finally came up 
with a way to cut the death rate from AIDS.

ceived from a Salvation Army official. The 
letter reiterated the Salvation Army’s posi¬ 
tion that homosexuals are mentally sjck and 
“needed help and understanding,” but 
stressed that like any other “deviant behav¬ 
ior” homosexual behavior is capable of con¬ 
trol - and that gays who weren’t able to “de¬

A Fund of Our Own comes through 

Over $20K awarded to 12 
Bay Area lesbian projects

-l he Horizons Foundation, 
the nation’s oldest commu- 
I' nity-based lesbian and gay 
grantmaking foundation, has an¬ 
nounced $20,850 in grants from 
Bay Area Career Women’s 
(BACW) A Fund of Our Own to 
12 projects serving lesbians in the 
Bay Area. 

“A Fund of Our Own is a 
donor-advised fund administered 
by the Horizons Foundation,” said 
Denise Wells, board president. 
“These grants are made possible 
by the hard work and fundraising 
efforts from the entire gay and les¬ 
bian community.” 

A large portion of the fund is 
raised through the annual Lesbians 
of Achievement, Vision, and Action 
(LAVA) dinner held in the spring, 
Wells said, adding that since its in¬ 
ception in 1989, A Fund of Our 
Own has provided more than 
$174,000 to lesbian programs. 

“These projects represent a 
tremendous diversity of issues 
and populations needing atten¬ 
tion in the lesbian community,” 
said Betty Sullivan, chair of A 
Fund of Our Own. “The over¬ 
whelming response to the re¬ 
quests for proposals indicates the 
critical need for increased funding 
of lesbian programs.” 

Sullivan added that the part¬ 
nership between BACW and the 
Horizons Foundation is one way 
to address this need. 

Grants were made to the fol¬ 
lowing: 

• Cultural Research and Com¬ 
munication, Inc. - For comple¬ 
tion costs for Vivian Kleiman’s 
video Immediate Family, which 
traces the defeats and triumphs of 
a middle-aged postal clerk, Vir¬ 
ginia, who visits her comatose fe¬ 
male lover of 21 years in the hos¬ 
pital. The video explores the legal 
barriers that deny Virginia status 
as a member of the “immediate 
family.” 

• Legal Intervention and Advo¬ 
cacy for Battered Lesbian Em¬ 
powerment (LIABLE) - To pro¬ 
vide workshops for poor and 
working-class lesbians living with 
and/or seeking to escape domes¬ 
tic violence. LIABLE is a program 
of the LIFE project in San Fran¬ 
cisco that provides referrals, edu¬ 
cation, advocacy, and direct legal 
services on family law issues. 

• Lesbians in Pictures Televi¬ 
sion (LIP TV) - To help with stu¬ 
dio costs for this sister affiliate of

DYKE TV, for producing up to 16 
short segments for national 
broadcast and up to 16 half-hour 
shows for local broadcast in 1997. 
Funds will be used for tape stock, 
studio, and equipment rentals, 
and on-line editing. LIP 
TV/DYKE TV airs on cable in San 
Francisco, Oakland, and Berkeley. 

• Lesbian Visual Artists (LVA) 
- For production of artists’ salons 
to initiate discussion on topics in¬ 
cluding censorship; class and race 
in art; lesbian art = political art?; 
arts activism; and arts funding. 
LVA is devoted to building a net¬ 
work of lesbian visual artists and 
promoting the inclusion of les¬ 
bian visual artists in all media, in 
museums and galleries, and in¬ 
cluding lesbian artists in dialogue 
on issues in contemporary art. 

• Lyon-Martin Women’s 
Health Services - For Lyon-Mar- 
tin’s HIV-positive lesbian advoca¬ 
cy project to sponsor seven to 12 
lesbians and bisexual women to 
attend relevant Bay Area talks or 
conferences as attendees and par¬ 
ticipants, community activists, 
educators, and speakers. This pro¬ 
ject counteracts isolation and pro¬ 
vides HIV-positive lesbian and bi¬ 
sexual women with opportunities 
for education and activism. 

• LYRIC - For the 1997 Health 
Fair for young lesbian, bisexual, 
and transgender women. The fair 
provides women the opportunity 
to share experiences, participate 
in health-related workshops and 
discussions, and get answers to 
questions they are not comfort¬ 
able asking their own doctors. 

• New Leaf - For the addition 
of two substance abuse therapy 
groups specifically for lesbians 
and bisexual women, to be staffed 
by a lesbian therapist. This outpa¬ 


tient agency (formerly Operation 
Concern/18th Street Services) 
provides accessible and affordable 
mental health; substance abuse, 
recovery, HIV prevention, out¬ 
reach to elders, and social services 
to the lesbian, gay, bisexual, and 
transgender communities of San 
Francisco. 

• Purple Moon Dance Project 
- To develop community pro¬ 
gramming and offer workshops 
and classes, especially for lesbian 
youth. Purple Moon is a multi¬ 
racial lesbian contemporary 
dance company whose work 
brings the experiences of lesbians 
and women of color more visibly 
into the spectrum of American 
dance. 

• Raised Butch - For marketing 
costs for a three-weekend run at 
Theatre Rhinoceros. This one- 
person play chronicles the life of 
Nicky, a fictional butch lesbian in 
her late 20s, as she struggles to 
break free from destructive fami¬ 
ly behavior patterns while trying 
to answer the question, “What are 
you, a boy or a girl?” 

• San Francisco Women’s Cen¬ 
ter/Women’s Building - For the 
1997 Audre Lorde “Advanced 
Class” creative writing workshop 
for young lesbians of color. Par¬ 
ticipants will make presentations 
at an event to launch Women’s 
History Month at the Women’s 
Building in March. 

• Spectrum - To support 
Women Here In Marin (WHIM) 
senior program. WHIM addresses 
the concerns of lesbians 55 years 
and over by providing programs, 
services, and activities that em¬ 
power senior women of all cul¬ 
tures to value and respect them¬ 
selves and support each other. 

• Women Vision - For Bay 
Area production costs for the first 
film about children of lesbian par¬ 
ents, part of a longitudinal study 
begun in 1986 of lesbians who 
have children through donor in¬ 
semination. Several films will be 
produced as periodic interviews 
are conducted with children and 
their families ending in the year 
2020 . ▼

porter that the Macy’s funds “real¬ 
ly helped” the agency serve clients. 

“It’s one of the few sources of 
unrestricted funds for agencies 
who do not provide prevention or 
education. For us it’s a real God¬ 
send,” Coloia said. 

The successful fundraiser has 
contributed more than $4.1 mil¬ 
lion in funds to AIDS service or¬ 
ganizations since 1988. Last year’s 
event, hosted by Elizabeth Taylor 
and Earvin “Magic” Johnson, 
raised $1.5 million. 

In addition to support of seven 
major Bay Area and LA beneficia¬ 
ries, Macy’s set aside a portion of 
the ’96 proceeds to initiate grants 
to HIV/AIDS service groups 
throughout the Macy’s West 
chain.

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Help is on the way for Duboce 
Park equipment replacement

D uboce Park playground 
equipment could be re¬ 
placed as early as next year 
if several city departments retain 
the project’s ‘“priority one” desig¬ 
nation and the Board of Supervi¬ 
sors approves $50,000 in recom¬ 
mended funding in next year’s 
budget, the Bay Area Reporter has 
learned. 

The park, in the heart of the 
Duboce Triangle area of the city, is 
frequently used by gay and lesbian 
families that live in the neighbor¬ 
hood, plus others who come to the 
park from other parts of the city 
because they find it a safe place to 
be with their children. 

“It’s a little oasis there,” Super¬ 
visor Susan Leal told the B.A.R., 
adding that city Recreation and 
Park Department workers were 
forced to remove several pieces of 
playground equipment that had 
become so worn down they were 
unsafe. 

According to Gaeta Bell, a les¬ 
bian mother who was appointed 
to the committee by Leal, the 
city’s Open Space Advisory Com¬ 
mittee designated the project for 
priority one funding at its Tues¬ 
day, December 10 meeting, pri¬ 
marily because of work done by 
some park neighbors. 

One of the many park users, 
Marino Pesce, a single father of a 
three-year-old, got the ball rolling 
on replacing the equipment. He 
even secured an oral commitment 
from Davies Medical Center, lo¬ 
cated across the street from 
Duboce Park, to financially help 
with the costs. 

“There’s one slide left, three 
swings, and a toddler area,” Pesce, 
who said he’s never gotten in¬ 
volved in city government before, 
told the B.A.R. When he and his 
son went to the park one day last 
August and found crews dismem-

bering the equipment, Pesce start¬ 
ed inquiring about getting the 
equipment replaced. He was told 
to go to the Open Space Advisory 
Committee. 

Bell said that initially, the 
equipment replacement was given 
a lower priority by Recreation and 
Park staff members. Had that 
lower priority prevailed, the 
equipment wouldn’t be included 
in funding requests for next year. 

Preliminary status 

Bell cautioned that the com¬ 
mittee’s 13-0 vote earlier this 
month to give the project a prior¬ 
ity one designation and a $50,000 
funding recommendation is very 
preliminary, because there are still 
several bureaucratic hoops to go 
through. The Open Space Adviso¬ 
ry Committee’s final recommen¬ 
dation is put into a report by the 
director of Recreation and Park. 
That report is then sent to a joint 
meeting of the Recreation and 


Park Commission and the Plan¬ 
ning Commission. Their recom¬ 
mendation is then forwarded to 
the Board of Supervisors. 

“I’m real encouraged by the 
shift,” Bell told the B.A.R., refer¬ 
ring to the priority change. 

Leal, who said the park is “very 
much used by a cross-section of 
the community,” became con¬ 
cerned when she learned of the 
initial lower priority. 

“Here we have a situation 
where we have a big need and 
people willing to help,” Leal said. 
“I’m doing what I believe I should 
do, advocating for needs that are 
really apparent.” 

Pesce’s work getting Davies 
Medical Center involved was part 
of the reason for the priority 
change. Bell said that under the 
Recreation and Park Depart¬ 
ment’s new Seed program, staff 
are more encouraged to give a 
project a higher priority if funds 
are secured from other groups or 
organizations. 

Melissa Ridlon, director of 
community relations at Davies, 
confirmed the medical center will 
make a financial contribution, 
through she doesn’t have a dollar 
amount. 

“We did it because we felt it 
might be an appropriate way to 
participate in the community,” 
Ridlon told the B.A.R. “It seemed 
like a good neighbor thing to do. 
We said we would help in a small 
way. We’d like to see a lot of peo¬ 
ple participate.” 

There has not been any formal 
discussion by Davies, Ridlon 
added, but there will be a contri¬ 
bution. 

Pesce just hopes the play¬ 
ground equipment will be re¬ 
placed as soon as possible. 

“It’s really sad, there are all 
these kids there with active imag¬ 
inations,” he said, adding there’s 
very little equipment left for them 
to play on. ▼ 


Construction to start 
on AIDS housing in East Bay

he East Bay’s Resources for 
Community Development 
(RCD) broke ground in 
Hayward at the site of the Con¬ 
cord House Thursday, December 
19. When completed next year, 
housing will become available for 
eight low income people living 
with AIDS. 

Concord House, expected to 
be completed in October 1997, 
will help meet the great need for 
housing in southern Alameda 
County for people living with 
AIDS. Currently, there is no per¬ 
manent AIDS housing in this part 
of the county, RCD staff members 
said. 

RCD has demolished six dilap¬ 
idated cottages that were on the 
site, to make space for the two 
four-bedroom homes, each fully 
accessible with private bed¬ 
room/bathroom suites and shared 
living, dining, and kitchen space, 
to be constructed. Each individual 
unit will also have a small refrig¬ 
erator. 

The two buildings will enclose 
a private south-facing courtyard. 


Planter beds will be raised above 
ground so that gardening and 
maintenance can be accomplished 
by residents in or out of wheel¬ 
chairs. 

Concord House will also pro¬ 
vide shared community space, an 
on-site supportive services and 
management office, and a fully- 
equipped laundry room. The pro¬ 
ject is designed to complement 
the single family homes in the 
Cherryland neighborhood of 
Hayward. 

The cost for the Concord 
House project is $1.1 million, said 
RCD staff member Alison Kirk. 
The funding comes from several 
sources, Kirk explained, including 
Alameda County HOME and 
HOPWA (Housing Opportunities 
for People with AIDS) programs, 
as well as HUD’s Supportive 
Housing Program. 

Mark Reilly, RCD project 
manager for Concord House, said 
the nonprofit housing develop¬ 
ment corporation has been work¬ 
ing on the Concord House project 
for about three years. Part of that 
lengthy process was working out a 
compromise with residents who 
had expressed concerns about 


having another group home in 
their neighborhood. Reilly said 
there are other group homes in 
the area where Concord House 
was first proposed. 

Neighborhood compromise 

“The purchase of this site was 
a compromise with the neigh¬ 
bors,” Reilly told the B.A.R. of the 
current Concord Avenue location. 
“We found a site with vacant 
group homes already on it. Our 
original plan was to renovate 
them, but it was determined to be 
more cost-effective to construct 
new [ units 1” 

The old buildings were torn 
down, and actual construction of 
Concord House is scheduled to 
start January 6, Reilly said, adding 
the work will take about ten 
months to complete. 

Alameda County Supervisor 
Mary King, who represents the 
area, was one of the speakers at 
the groundbreaking ceremony. 

“First of all, I think it’s impor¬ 
tant throughout the county to 
provide humane, safe housing for 
people with AIDS,” King told the 
B.A.R. “This will be the first in this

tadtlanders Pharmacy has

Stadtlanders, primarily a na¬ 
tional mail order pharmacy spe¬ 
cializing in medications for trans¬ 
plant recipients and people with 
AIDS and cancer-related chronic 
healthcare conditions, opened its 
first retail site in New York City in 
1994. Also that year it gained in¬ 
ternational publicity by sponsor¬ 
ing the mile-long rainbow flag 


carried during the Stonewall riot 
25th anniversary parade. 

“We believe in taking a very 
client- and community-focused 
approach to patient care,” Stadt¬ 
landers Pharmacy President Tom 
Halstead said in a press statement. 
“Having a physical presence in 
key markets is an important way 
for Stadtlanders to become even 
more closely involved in the com¬ 
munities we serve.” 

However, some AIDS activists 
are dismayed by the sale of Castro 
Village. “Oh no,” said ACT 
UP/Golden Gate member Rob 
Sabados. “We are concerned 
about this. As you know, ACT 
UP/Golden Gate earlier this year 
attacked Stadtlanders for price¬ 
gouging people with AIDS. We 


hope that Stadtlanders will be 
more responsive to the communi¬ 
ty than it was.” 

The firm narrowly averted a 
boycott by AIDS activists around 
the country last April by announc¬ 
ing it would discount the price of 
Crixivan, a protease inhibitor 
manufactured by Merck and ex¬ 
clusively distributed by Stadt¬ 
landers, to cash-paying customers. 

Stadtlanders had initially esti¬ 
mated 80 percent of its customers 
would receive the drug at “deeply 
discounted” prices, with mark¬ 
ups of only five to 16 percent. 
However, the initial price of the 
drug to all customers was $495 a 
month - a price mark-up of 37 
percent over cost. 

After protests, Stadtlanders

discounted the drug 20 percent - 
or $13.20 a day - to consumers 
who joined its “Community Pre¬ 
scription Service” program. 

Three months later, in July, 
Counsel Corporation, which spe¬ 
cializes in home healthcare ser¬ 
vices and institutional and spe¬ 
cialty pharmacy services, acquired 
a majority interest in Stadt¬ 
landers, with a 65 percent stake. 


ValueRx, which currently owns 
Castro Village, is the largest pre¬ 
scription benefit management 
company not associated with a 
drug maker or provider entity. Ac¬ 
cording to the joint announce¬ 
ment of the sale, it is selling the 
store to “focus on its strategic di¬ 
rection to become the nation’s 
largest medication management 
company.” T

Francisco State University-spon¬ 
sored family counseling and sup¬ 
port program, in 1993. 

“In the past five years, the les¬ 
bian, gay, bisexual, and transgen- 
dered family community has 
grown tremendously, and so have 
the organizations that serve 
them,” Deaner said.

I ast year at this time, as everyone was 
trying to imagine what 1996 would 
!W bring, we predicted in this space that 
the Republicans would nominate an une¬ 
lectable candidate for president, that we gay 
and lesbian folk might get the right to 
marry each other, and “that research on 
HIV will catch up some against the virus.” 
All of which has come to pass in varying de¬ 
grees. (Admittedly the marriage thing is still 
tenuous, since the judge who agreed there 
is no compelling reason to prohibit gay 
weddings immediately stayed his own order 
for a while; even so, we are undeniably clos¬ 
er to legalized gay marriage than ever be¬ 
fore.) 

We also referred to the imminent 
Supreme Court decision on the heinous 
Amendment 2, but without really daring to 
suggest how the judgment would be ren¬ 
dered. As it turns out, our fondest hopes 
were realized, with all except the three most 
fundamentally bigoted justices ruling 
against it. In fact, the court went beyond 
that and sternly scolded those hatemongers 
who brought the case in the first place, giv¬ 
ing the first indication that our pleas for 
equality do not fall on deaf ears there. * 

But the big news, of course, is on the 
HIV front, where optimism no longer 
seems as childish as in the previous 14 years. 
Obituaries in the B.A.R. continue to decline 
- there are only two this week - to the point 
where it is possible to imagine a week with 
none. And if that thought doesn’t put you 
in a celebratory mood to toast 1996 as it 
exits, nothing can. (Still, and this bears re¬ 
peating, the epidemic is not over.) 

So what’s next? 1997. The year of action 
after the year of hope. There are still a mil¬ 
lion things to accomplish in the next 12 
months, from getting the Employment 
Non-Discrimination Act passed in the U.S. 
Senate to reestablishing funding priorities 
in AIDS care, and from taking “Don’t Ask, 
Don’t Tell” to the Supreme Court to bring¬ 
ing gender-neutral marriage laws to the 
mainland. 

Not that it’s going to be easy. The bigots 
who have lined their pockets by selling ha¬ 
tred and homophobia rely on making 
money that way - they aren’t qualified for 


other work, generally speaking - so it’s fair¬ 
ly certain they’ll maintain their obnox¬ 
ious civil warmongering; the welfare 
reform bill that the president 
signed last year is going to haunt 
the hell out of every city in 
America until something is done 
to soften it (literally hundreds of 
thousands of poor people with AIDS 
and other disabilities are going to get 
substantially poorer, to the 
point where they will be un¬ 
able to pay their rent, exacer¬ 
bating an already intolerable 
homeless situation); and the 
government in Washington is still corrupt, 
unresponsive, and flirting with fascism. 

Which is why 1997 must be the year of 
action. Although we definitely need a 
breather from the hard work of fighting op¬ 
pression and tending to our sick, we don’t 
have the luxury of taking any time off. Gays 
and lesbians must keep up the pressure, on 
a president who releases an insultingly ane¬ 
mic “AIDS Strategy,” on a Congress that sees 


a need for a DoMA but not an ENDA, on 
California lawmakers running amok as they 
try to jail people who sell medical mari¬ 
juana to sick patients, and on the dis¬ 
tinctly anti-Christian “Christaholics” 
(to use Dragzilla’s delicious phrase) 
who still want to kill us for fan and 
profit. 

Instead of relaxing, this is where we 
should be getting our second wind. 
I It’s the time to synchronize our 
hearts and minds, steady our 
breathing, and push forward 
for greater accomplishments. 
This year, when you make your 
New Year’s resolutions, be sure that one of 
them is to be more involved in your own life 
than ever before. Go to more meetings; 
write more letters to your representatives; 
speak out more about the things that mat¬ 
ter to you. 

Now that we know we have the power to 
change the world, all that’s left is the doing. 
And that’s what the next 365 days are for.

Why we need ENDA in 1997

I n light of the recent Hawaii decision 
concerning same-sex marriages, I would 
like to express my thoughts on a similar 
high profile news story. This deals with the 
Employee Non-Discrimination Act that 
failed last year. It is said that the gay com¬ 
munity is trying to get “special rights” when 
this measure came before Congress. Well, let 
me explain what had taken place in my sit¬ 
uation and then make a decision on 
whether “special rights” is the proper term 
to be used. 

I worked for General Electric Corpora¬ 
tion in Ft. Wayne, Indiana for over 16 years. 
I went to work daily and gave GE untold 
hours of overtime, and with countless 
emergency call-ins as a maintenance elec¬ 
tronics tech. In April of 1992, my other half 
and I were on vacation in Florida, where I 
required emergency surgery for a ruptured 
esophagus. When I returned to work the at¬ 
titudes towards me changed dramatically. 
Because of illness-related weight loss, ru¬ 
mors began to spread that I had AIDS. 
From this moment, I started to get harass¬ 
ment in the form of vandalism to my vehi¬ 
cle and personal belongings. 

The company supervisor in my work 
area insisted that I provide the management 
detailed medical reports from my doctor 
whenever I was off from work for any type 
of illness. It was conveyed that this infor¬ 
mation was needed to keep me from being 
disciplined for missing work. 


Soon, derogatory remarks began to ap¬ 
pear all over the company walls and in the 
supervisor’s office in spraypaint and indeli¬ 
ble marker, my “shop” was vandalized and 
my personal belongings were destroyed by 
someone throwing an inky, oily substance 
all over the place. Each time something like 
this would take place I would inform the 
employee-relations manager, in which the 
same remarks would be expressed to 
me that I was not to worry about it. 

This and much more harassment 
went on for over two years, when fi¬ 
nally in August 1994 I was doused 
with a caustic acid-based enamel 
from high above the plant’s cat- 
walk. This sent me to the 
local hospital for chemi¬ 
cal burns on the upper 
torso. The Fort Wayne 
police were called in to in¬ 
vestigate this by the paramedics who re¬ 
sponded to the emergency. 

A few days after this happened I was tele¬ 
phoned by a lawyer for GE who stated that 
GE would relocate me to another facility. I 
quote him as saying, “You people like San 
Francisco, why don’t we send you out there 
and you can start over with a clean slate.” As 
though I did something wrong! 

The EEOC investigated and determined 
that there was reasonable cause to believe 
that the charge is true and it was imperative 
for GE to eliminate the alleged unlawful 
employment practice because the investiga¬ 
tion revealed that I “was subjected to severe 
and pervasive harassment over a two-year 


period.” 

As of this writing, nothing has been 
done to rectify this situation to a satisfacto¬ 
ry conclusion. I have been told by fellow 
workers that I am “persona non grata” by 
the company, and that my “safety cannot be 
guaranteed” if I returned to work. 

The point I am trying to make is if a per¬ 
son who is by all means a loyal, productive, 
and taxpaying individual cannot go to work 
without experiencing such unwarranted 
treatment, what legal methods are in 
place to redress these situations? I 
believe that the majority of 
Americans would see the neces¬ 
sity of such a bill as the one 
brought to the senate floor 
by Edward Kennedy. 

Please write to your 
congressional members 
and express your views 
on this issue. It would also be nice if the 
good people of this land would express 
themselves to General Electric in hopes that 
this company can move forward in the next 
century, by including all of its employees to 
“bring good things to life.” ▼

Gender Identity - a Disorder?

seven people! Yet this modest idea has 
brought (negative) national attention 
and a (positive) demonstration in front of the Chron¬ 
iclebuilding ( B.A.R. , Oct. 17,1996). It’s public opin¬ 
ion that will make the difference in the long run, and 
a psychiatric diagnosis does not help public opinion.

Now being the spitting image of my 
Dad was about the last thing on my list; I wanted to 
be as different from Dad as I could. I remember going 
into his office and hating the smell coming from the 
chemical plant he managed and feeling sick to my 
stomach. My own wild dreams were of being a trans¬ 
lator for the UN, of having my booming voice 
(haven’t gotten that one either) sound across impres¬ 
sive pristine marble chambers as I translate historic 
speeches for world leaders. Perhaps even being asked 
to translate for meetings also of spiritual leaders - 
why not? - say, between the Pope and the Dalai Lama. 
Why not indeed? 

Simple - because I did not study French or Ger¬ 
man or other languages enough, that’s why. 

What do I do when I wake up one rainy morning 
now, in my 40s, and realize that some, maybe many of 
my dreams have not come true? There are any num¬ 
ber of dreams that I have not lived out. This realiza¬ 
tion has hit me some days with pangs of regret - I 
hate it but it’s true. Regret is a harsh task master. But 
I’ve lived with it for a while - I hope no more than 
anyone else - and have found a way to use it. It came 
to me in an odd way. I’d prefer just to use desire and 
longing for something new and deeper in my life as 
my motivator, but somehow I notice what is not there 
first. Funny how that works - funny, not “ha ha.” 

Now please get this: I want not to sound like I fig¬ 
ured this all out like people do on dull TV sit-coms, 
but that’s all the space I get in a short essay. Here’s 
how it started. A few years ago, I was speaking with a 
client who was in his late 40s tell me how his parents 
had never encouraged him in his aspirations to dance. 
Quite the opposite: his parents shamed him whenev¬ 
er they saw him dancing in his room. Sound famil¬ 
iar? In the meantime, life intervened and he has got¬ 
ten asthma. That really put an end to his dancing ca¬ 
reer. And he felt sad about that. 

Then the muses spoke through me: I said I 
thought his job was now to “revive and revise” his life 
dreams. I remember him hesitating for weeks because 
he did not want to revive his old dreams. “If I can’t 
have ’em like they were, why have ’em at all? I’ll just 
feel embarrassed again.” But I was persistent: (that is 
one trait I have wanted for myself and successfully 
worked to get.) 

Eventually, “revive and revise” meant for him to 
think again longingly about goals that once gave him 
joy and to make them fit his actual life now. Not the 
dreams as they once were, in their ill glory and 
naivete. But the dreams as he could actually live them 
now. 

Now I could go on about his life, how he got it to¬ 
gether to go to cooking school and all that. But I 
won’t. I won’t say in this letter how I am applying this 
motto “revive and revise” in my own life or anything 
- but it’s something I’m thinking of a lot these days. 
After all, it’s winter.

Jimmy, we 
hardly knew ye...

H ’ve just read former President 

Jimmy Carter’s new book, 
% Living Faith. It is the 11 th book 
written by the man who unseated 
interim President Gerald Ford in 
1976 only to lose in the 1980 elec¬ 
tion in a Reagan landslide. This 
tome, reportedly written in long- 
hand by the nation’s 39th presi¬ 
dent, is about faith - Jimmy 
Carter’s faith. 

During a recent promotional 
tour that included a stop in San 
Francisco, hundreds of people 
lined up to have Carter sign his 
new work. Probably no president 
has ever had as strong a spiritual 
identity as Jimmy Carter. 

While I read few books on reli¬ 
gious faith, this one was different, 
and, I thought, very interesting. 
Carter, now 72 and a lifelong 
Christian, tells of how he nearly 
lost faith in God after losing a 
1966 race for governor of Georgia 
to Lester Maddox, an avowed 
racist who had become well- 
known for chasing black 
customers out of his 
restaurant with a pick 
handle. The pick handle 
even became Maddox’s 
campaign symbol. 

Carter, then a state 
senator, says that he 
even publicly 
questioned 
how God 
“could allow 
that to happen, to let me to lose to 
a racist like Maddox.” 

Carter credits his late sister, 
evangelist Ruth Carter Staple- 
ton, for setting him on a path to 
regaining his faith in the 
Almighty, explaining that “Ruth 
told me to forget about losing a 
political campaign and how much 
money I was making and to look 
for other opportunities.” The Man 
from Plains informs his readers 
that his sister convinced him to 
accept an invitation to go on a lay 
mission given by his church. 
Questioning his long-held faith 
still, Carter says that “we [he and 
his missionary partner] found 
100 families with no religious 
faith; we visited all 100 families. 
We got to know them, and in the 
process, my faith was restored.” In 
1970, Carter was elected to the 
Georgia governor’s office, and in 
1976, he was elected to a single 
term as president. 

In Living Faith Carter cites 
three religious thinkers as partic¬ 
ularly influential on him: Rein- 
hold Niebuhr, Karl Barth and 
Paul Tillich. It was Tillich, Carter 
reminds us, who said “Religion is 
a search.” 

Carter, who still regularly 
teaches Sunday school, notes that 
“I’m still searching for answers.” 
The man who marked his first full 
day as president in 1977 by par¬ 
doning thousands of Vietnam-era 
draft evaders writes that “forgive¬ 
ness is my fountain of faith. With¬ 
out the knowledge that I can be 
forgiven, it would not be possible 
to face my own shortcomings 
frankly.” 

Often queried as to what 
prayer he turned to in times of 
crisis, Carter answers that when 
he used to walk to the Oval Office 
from his White House living 
quarters, he would repeat a verse 
from Psalms 19: “Let the words of 
my mouth and the meditation of 
my heart be acceptable in Thy 


sight, O Lord, my strength and my 
redeemer.” 

In an interview during his re¬ 
cent appearance here, Carter stat¬ 
ed that “quite often church mem¬ 
bers resent or avoid any sort of 
entanglement with people who 
might be a burden of responsibil¬ 
ity on us; we don’t seem to 
want to get directly in¬ 
volved with people 
who are different, who 
might be homeless or 
might be in prison or 
might have AIDS. 
This is something too 
many of us are guilty 
of.” When 
asked who he 
does see doing 
more for the 
homeless, AIDS sufferers and the 
unemployed, the former presi¬ 
dent replied, “For the most part, 
the politicians, and not the Chris¬ 
tian congregations.” Carter says 
that it isn’t that politicians are 
morally superior, but at a time 
when many Christians are self- 
satisfied and reluctant to get in¬ 
volved in the troubled world be¬ 
yond their congregations, politi¬ 
cians will at least look for the so¬ 
lutions - if only because voters 
will hold them accountable. 

Carter admits that Living Faith 
was the hardest book he’s yet at¬ 
tempted: “It was a very difficult 
book for me to write...intensely 
personal.” He adds that he knew 
he couldn’t “preach” to others 
without first confessing his own 
shortcomings “to shed light on 
the disparity between my secular 
ambitions and the examples of 
Jesus Christ.” 

This latest effort comes at a 
time when religion seems to have 
returned to the public fore, its ad¬ 
herents seeking to shape both so¬ 
ciety and public policy. Chris¬ 
tians, in particular, have organized 
sophisticated precinct organiza¬ 
tions, created extensive broadcast 
networks, and stepped up their 
lobbying of government. 

In recent years, Carter has 
plunged into good works, includ¬ 
ing founding the Carter Center, a 
nonpartisan center that addresses 
national and international issues 
of public policy. Carter and his 
wife, Rosalyn, have also worked 
extensively with Habitat for Hu¬ 
manity, providing housing for 
low-income people. 

How does a man who many 
think will one day be the recipient 
of the Nobel Peace Prize for his 
work with the disadvantaged rec¬ 
oncile God and human misery? 
“We have to remember,” he says 
“that the things we elevate to im¬ 
portance are not always impor¬ 
tant in the eyes of God.” In Living 


Faith Carter reminds us that “if 
we commit crimes and have to 
serve time or pay a fine, that’s not 
God’s punishment. If we lead a 
selfish or egocentric life and end 
up with few friends, our loneli¬ 
ness is not God’s punishment. If 
someone jumps off the top of a 
building, we cannot expect God 
to suspend the laws of gravity.” 

Despite some of my political 
impressions of Jimmy Carter as' 
President, I thoroughly enjoyed 
this book. Indeed, I would recom¬ 
mend it to anyone interested in ei¬ 
ther politics and/or “faith.” 

Politics and people 

President Bill Clinton put four 
blacks, two Hispanics and three 
women in his 1992 Cabinet. To 
date, he has named two blacks, one 
Hispanic and four women to his 
second-term 14-member Cabinet. 

Rumors out of Sacramento 
have Governor Pete Wilson with 
some real health problems as he 
struggles to regain control of his 
voice (three different surgeries 
have failed to correct his lingering 
vocal cord problem). Meanwhile, 
some of Wilson’s political opera¬ 
tives are said to be “breathlessly 
waiting” for that Oakland federal 
judge to rule next month on the 
term-limits issue. Many think it 
will be ruled unconstitutional (as 
it well should be), and Big Pete 
would then be in a position to 
again run for governor in hopes 
of using the office as a launching 
pad ( encore ) for the 2000 GOP 
presidential nod. 

Dan Addario, chief of the San 
Francisco District Attorney’s In¬ 
vestigative Bureau, last week ap¬ 
pointed Charles LaMorte, an 
openly gay longtime investigator 
in that office, to the position of as¬ 
sistant chief, the first time a gay 
man has held that post. An excel¬ 
lent choice, I might add. 

Despite outgoing White House 
aide George Stephanopoulos 
claiming that “I kept no notes and 
don’t have a good memory,” last 
week he sold his book rights to 
publishers Little, Brown for a cool 
$3 million. 

Bill Clinton’s best new ap¬ 
pointment in my humble estima¬ 
tion? The aptly named incoming 
Secretary of State Madeleine Al¬ 
bright. (Particularly after seeing 
the CNN news clip where she 
taught the Macarena to the Prime 
Minister of Botswana. If she can 
do that and maintain her compo¬ 
sure, this woman can do any¬ 
thing.)

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The death of a contradiction

T his week in gay history: 
Terry Dolan, Reagan sup¬ 
porter and leading fundrais¬ 
er of the New Right, dies of AIDS 
at age 36, December 28, 1986. 

Ten years ago this week, Terry 
Dolan, a key conservative activist 
of the 1980s, died of AIDS. Even 
as a child, Dolan was active in Re¬ 
publican politics, volunteering for 
Richard Nixon’s 1960 presidential 
campaign. When he was 25, he 
helped organize the National 
Conservative Political Action 
Committee (NCPAC), and he 
soon became that organization’s 
director. Dolan was an extremely 
talented fundraiser, and many 
credit him and his organization 
with the stunning triumph of the 
New Right in 1980. Dolan worked 
hard for the nomination and elec¬ 
tion of Ronald Reagan as presi¬ 
dent, although his influence was 
equally significant in the defeat of 
liberal senators such as George 
McGovern, Frank Church, and 
Birch Bayh. The conservatives 
who replaced them (including 
Dan Quayle) gave the Republi¬ 
cans a majority in the Senate for 
the first time in a generation. 

Dolan was also gay. He was a 
regular in the gay cocktail-party 
circuit of Washington, DC, and 
often vacationed at gay resorts 
such as Northern California’s 
Russian River. But Dolan’s rela¬ 
tionship to the gay-rights move¬ 
ment was complex. Philosophi¬ 
cally, Dolan was opposed to gay- 
rights laws, insisting that the gov¬ 
ernment shouldn’t interfere in 
people’s hiring practices. He bal¬ 
anced that view with a strong de¬ 
fense of privacy - which makes 
sense, because a decade before 
“outing,” he relied on the gay 
community’s discretion to keep 
him from being discredited 
among his conservative peers. 

In 1982, he granted an inter¬ 
view to The Advocate in which he 
repeated his support for privacy 


and criticized “some of the 
rhetoric that some of my friends 
in the right have used on gay ac¬ 
tivism.” But Dolan (who later de¬ 
nied those comments) was not 
above using anti-gay rhetoric 
himself. NCPAC sent out a fund¬ 
raising letter that declared “the 
nation’s moral fiber is being weak¬ 
ened by the growing homosexual 


movement and the fanatical ERA 
pushers (many of whom publicly 
brag that they are lesbians).” Some 
say Dolan approved the letter, al¬ 
though he apologized for it to the 
New York Times, calling it “totally 
inappropriate.” 

In the early 1980s, Dolan 
joined with former Republican 
Congressman Robert Bauman, 
famed discharged gay Vietnam 
veteran Leonard Matlovich, and 
several other gay conservatives to 
found the Concerned Americans 
for Individual Rights (CAIR). Un¬ 
like the gay Republican group the 
Log Cabin Club, CAIR found little 
success. Few members were will¬ 
ing to take leadership roles if it 
meant publicity, and while many 
gay conservatives offered words of 
encouragement and even cash do¬ 
nations, few would write checks 
or even allow their names to be 
associated with the group. At one 
point, the group proposed to send 
out a fundraising letter to find 
conservatives who would support 
gay rights, and several of the or¬ 
ganizers are said to have requested 
the names and addresses of any 
anti-gay responses so they could 
target those individuals with ho¬ 
mophobic fundraising appeals. By 
the time of Dolan’s death, CAIR 
had largely faded away. 


When Dolan began to get sick 
with AIDS, he insisted publicly 
that he suffered from anemia and 
diabetes. When he died, his fami¬ 
ly held a memorial service that ex¬ 
cluded Dolan’s gay friends. In¬ 
stead, conservative mourners such 
as Pat Buchanan and Utah Sena¬ 
tor Orrin Hatch came to pay their 
respects to a key architect of the 


conservative revolution in Amer¬ 
ican government. A separate ser¬ 
vice was held by Bauman and oth¬ 
ers who wanted to remember 
Dolan for all that he was. The 
Washington Post accurately re¬ 
ported the cause of death, and 
later ran a long article about 
Dolan’s homosexuality. The con¬ 


servative activist’s family and 
straight friends were furious. His 
brother Tony Dolan (a Reagan 
speechwriter) even took out a 
two-page ad in the Washington 
Times insisting that Terry Dolan 
was not gay. 

What can we make of a person 
whose personal and political lives 
seem so contradictory? Many 


would settle for a simple answer - 
Dolan was a self-hating homosex¬ 
ual who never became comfort¬ 
able with his sexual orientation 
and expressed his discomfort by 
trying to hurt all gays and les¬ 
bians. But the truth is probably 
more complicated than that. 
There is no inherent “gay posi¬ 


tion” on issues such as military 
spending or taxes - and an indi¬ 
vidual, regardless of his or her 
sexual orientation, who feels that 
conservatives are right on such is¬ 
sues may find him or herself hav¬ 
ing to face the same challenges 
Dolan did. But then, gay conserv¬ 
atives find themselves in bed (po¬ 
litically, at least) with a Ronald 
Reagan or a Jesse Helms, and the 
conflicts between advancing caus¬ 
es they believe in and maintaining 
dignity as a gay person become al¬ 
most insoluble. Given the slow re¬ 
sponse to the epidemic from the 
administration he helped put in 
place, Terry Dolan’s death from 
AIDS made for a final irony in a 
life full of paradox. T

Angels in America

ill ccording to an advance 
copy of the script, GLAAD 
mm has learned that the Christ¬ 
mas episode of CBS’s Touched By 
An Angel , a highly-rated dramatic 
series which has received the 
blessing of so-called “pro-family” 
groups, would address homo¬ 
sexuality and AIDS. In each 
episode of the show, angels 
take human form and 
weave themselves into 
earthly storylines, ulti¬ 
mately touching the 
people they encounter 
with a message from 
God. In the Christmas 
episode, entitled “The 
Violin Lesson,” a son 
returns home to his 
family and reveals that he is both 
gay and dying of AIDS. While the 
rest of the family is accepting, the 
father initially rejects his son for 
being gay. Additionally, the son 
feels that in being gay and having 
AIDS, God no longer loves him. 
One of the principal angels tells 
him, however, “What you’ve heard 
have been someone else’s words. 
Words of hate and confusion. 
God is not the source of confu¬ 
sion. God’s love is perfect.” Later, 
the dad asks an angel what she’s 
doing on “the side of a queer.” She 
replies, “Nothing made by God is 
queer. God loves all his creations, 
even the ones that some people 
see as flawed.” With the help of 
this angel, the father realizes the 
need to accept and express love 
for his son in his last moments. 

The show, which has been her¬ 
alded by many Christians for its 
pro-Christian content, makes a 
strong statement in saying that 
gay people and people with AIDS 
have God’s unconditional love, 
and that those who say otherwise 
are either hateful or confused. 
While the statement “Nothing 
made by God is queer” could be 
highly offensive if taken out of 
context, it is clear in the script that 
what is really being said is that 
nothing made by God is odd, out 
of place, or wrong. 

Let CBS know that a discus¬ 
sion of gay and AIDS issues on 
this show is appreciated, and en¬ 
courage them to include other les¬ 
bian, gay, bisexual, transgender 
and AIDS issues in the future.

Bad advice from 
Shrink-Link 

Shrink-Link, a Web site that 
supposedly provides “direct E- 
Mail access to a staff of top clini¬ 
cal psychologists ready to review 
and comment on almost any im¬ 
portant question or conflict in 
your life” for the price of $20 a re¬ 
sponse, has proven you don’t al¬ 
ways get what you pay for. In 
order to entice people to use the 
service, Shrink-Link offers a few 
sample queries and responses. 
One of the queries is from a 14- 
year-old girl who is attracted to a 
female classmate, recognizes that 
she has never been attracted to 
boys, and is seeking advice about 
what to do. Shrink-Link replied, 
“Fourteen is a pretty young age to 
decide whether you are a lesbian. 
You have a lot more experiment¬ 
ing and exploration of sex ahead 
of you. You probably will want to 
give boys a chance- not to force 
yourself on them- but to try them 


out. Boys have a lot to offer in 
ways other than sex, and you may 
find that you like their company. 
It doesn’t sound as though you are 
ready to make such an important 
decision. There are also important 
consequences to choosing life as a 
lesbian. Unfortunately, your par¬ 
ents’ viewpoints are typical of our 
society with regard to homosexu¬ 
ality. Although attitudes are 
somewhat more enlightened now, 
and many have ‘come out of 
the closet,’ homosexuals are 
regarded as outcasts 
and encounter discrim¬ 
ination and hardships.” 

The Internet has 
become a lifeline to 
gay, lesbian, bisexual 
and transgender 
youth, many of whom 
are just coming out 
and looking for a safe 
place to find out more 
information about their sexual 
orientation. This kind of bad ad¬ 
vice can really confuse a person 
and add to her sense of isolation. 
It would be unthinkable for a 
therapist to reply to a boy-crazy 
girl that she should “give girls a 
chance” because she is not ready 
to “choose life” as a heterosexual. 
The same, of course, is true for 
lesbian, gay, bisexual and trans¬ 
gender youth. What they need is 
support, not implications that 
their sexual orientation might be 
a “phase” or a “choice.” 

Write Shrink-Link and let 
them know that their commen¬ 
tary is ill-advised, potentially 
harmful and insensitive to youth 
who do not fit the heterosexual 
mold.

Bigoted darling du jour 

In their campaign for “fresh 
voices,” CBS and MSNBC have 
spotlighted ultra-conservative “It 
girl” Laura Ingraham, who is 
overtly anti-gay and known as 
much for her blondness as her fast 
mouth. With limited experience, 
33-year-old Ingraham has man¬ 
aged to land CBS’s highly-sought 
political analyst position on the 
CBS Weekend News and is a regu¬ 
lar contributor to MSNBC, as well 
as appearing on Charlie Rose and 
substituting for the McLaughlin 
Group regulars. Ingraham sharp¬ 
ened her lawyer teeth in her early 
twenties working as a law clerk to 
Supreme Court Justice Clarence 
Thomas and making allies with 
such arch-homophobes as Family 
Research Council president Gary 
Bauer and Justice Antonin Scalia. 
Serving as Dartmouth’s first fe¬ 
male editor of the notoriously 
conservative Dartmouth Review , 
Ingraham sent a reporter with a 
concealed tape recorder to a Gay 
Student Association support 
group meeting, then published 
the transcript with an editor’s let¬ 
ter calling the GSA “cheerleaders 
for latent campus sodomites.” Her 
anti-gay rhetoric is not limited to 
college antics - in 1989, she dis¬ 
missed a respected Washington 
Post reporter covering the AIDS 
crisis as “the guy who defends ho¬ 
mosexuals for a living.” 

Diverse points of view make 
American journalism unique, but 
a push to expand ratings has cre¬ 
ated a say-anything, do-anything 
atmosphere where commentators 
are chosen for image and outra¬ 
geousness over substance. Hiring 
a homophobe of Ingraham’s ilk is 
akin to hiring a openly racist or 
anti-Semitic analyst, which 
would, of course, be unthinkable. 


Please let CBS and MSNBC 
know that their choice of anti-gay 
Laura Ingraham as political pun¬ 
dit is a mistake that discredits 
them both.

Washington Post warns of 
pitfalls for AIDS optimism 

In a December 15 Washington 
Post op-ed, under the headline 
“Hyped Promises Threaten the 
Search for a Cure,” Village Voice 
(and former B.A.R.) reporter 
Mark Schoofs advises other jour¬ 
nalists that in their rush to pro¬ 
claim the “end of AIDS” they may 
have been doing the public a dis¬ 
service. World AIDS Day sparked 
a blaze of AIDS-related articles in 
the mainstream media - includ¬ 
ing Newsweek and the Wall Street 
Journal - which, while full of well 
wishes for HIV and AIDS patients 
responding positively to new drug 
treatment regimens, almost lost 
touch with the reality that because 
many patients have difficulty 
maintaining these complicated 
and expensive medical treat¬ 
ments, they are in peril of devel¬ 
oping an HIV strain resistant to 
the drugs. These recent findings 
are likely only the “beginning of 
the beginning of the end,” accord¬ 
ing to Schoofs. “The only hope for 
ridding the world of HIV is a vac¬ 
cine,” which appears possible, 
though vaccine research receives 
substantially less funding than 
treatment studies. “Without can¬ 
nibalizing treatment research, we 
must rededicate ourselves to de¬ 
veloping a treatment, “ Schoofs 
says.T 
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Bray puts a new 
S.P.I.N. on the future

C urrent discussion among 
progressive activists reveals 
increased concern over the 
Christian Right’s successful pub¬ 
lic relations machine that is with¬ 
out equal on the left. Recently, 
journalists shining a light on the 
gaping hole in a collective pro¬ 
gressive agenda have ranged from 
CNN political commentator Farai 
Chideya, author of the article 
“Why Liberals Stink ...At Selling 
Themselves,” to Kirk Victor’s Na¬ 
tional Journal article on the failure 
of the liberal group People for the 
American Way to successfully 
shape its stance. 

Robert Bray, former media di¬ 
rector and field organizer for the 
National Gay and Lesbian Task 
Force (NGLTF) and self-pro¬ 
claimed “media queen and move¬ 
ment spinmeister,” has made it his 
mission to change all this. 

Last Thursday, December 19, 
Bray left his NGLTF office in San 
Francisco to launch his new 
media campaign called S.P.I.N. 
(Strategic Progressive Informa¬ 
tion Network) - affiliated with 
San Francisco’s Institute for Alter¬ 
native Journalism (IAJ) - in Janu¬ 
ary. NGLTF will close the office, 
rather than replace Bray. 

As the head (and sole member 
so far) of S.P.I.N., Bray’s plan is 
two-fold: he will demystify the 
media for grassroots organiza¬ 
tions and teach them how to work 
effectively with the press; and he 
will train progressive p.r. people 
to patch what he calls the “frac¬ 
tured nature of the left.” 

Although his work hasn’t even 
begun, Bray already has his fans. 

“Progressive activists don’t use 
the media effectively,” said Chris¬ 
tine Triano, LAJ’s program director. 
“But Robert is a whiz; he’s done 
hundreds of media trainings.” She 
added that Bray’s ideas fit in with 
the non-profit’s mission, which in¬ 
cludes a commitment to democra¬ 
tizing media by opening it up for a 
variety of voices. 

Skill honing 

To solidify a powerful progres¬ 
sive base, Bray said p.r. people 
have to start by networking. “I will 
be organizing p.r. people of the 


left to bring together those who 
have the ability to shape public 
opinion and at least get us in each 
other’s Rolodexes,” he said. 

“The right, aside from all the 
infighting, at least is all on the 
same page when it comes to an 
overlying message,” Bray told the 
Bay Area Reporter. 

“We’re not only not on the 
same page, we’re not in the same 
book, let alone the same library,” 
he quipped. 

According to Bray, the timing 
for collective action is imperative. 
“My campaign comes at a time 
when there is downsizing in the 
media,” he said. “Political activists 
need to hone their skills to com¬ 
pete with less space for their side 
to get heard.” 

Bray pointed out that many 
progressive groups could learn 
from the successes of p.r. people 
in the gay rights movement who 
have done a good job of getting 
themselves heard. He said gays, 
lesbians, bisexuals, and transgen¬ 
ders have years of experience edu¬ 
cating the media about AIDS and 
carrying their stories of violence 
to the press, which has positioned 
them to play leadership roles in 
setting progressive agendas and 
fighting oppressive conservatism. 

“We are in the unique position 
- because of a combination of 
professional skills and enduring 
25 years of struggle - to now have 
greater success in exposing the lies 


of the right about us,” he said. 

“What once was ‘the love that 
dare not speak its name’ is now 
the love that won’t shut up,” he 
joked. 

Even Peter LaBarbera, head of 
the ultra-conservative Americans 
for the Truth About Homosexual¬ 
ity, admits to the success of the 
p.r. wing of the gay movement. In 
a recent Washington Post article, 
LaBarbera said, “I think [the 
gay/lesbian] side is winning, espe¬ 
cially in the public relations bat¬ 
tle.” 

Bittersweet good-bye 

Although Bray is excited about 
his new venture, he said that leav¬ 
ing NGLTF - his home for the past 
eight years - is bittersweet. “I’m 
going to miss the day-to-day ex¬ 
citement and frustration of gay ac¬ 
tivism,” he told the B.A.R. Al¬ 
though he is not leaving the gay 
movement entirely - he will still 
work with activist groups - he is 
sad to leave the movement when he 
thinks it is poised to be very excit¬ 
ing in the near future, with the 
emerging visibility of the transgen- 
dered an$ bisexual community and 
the emergence of gay youth ac¬ 
tivists, among other issues. 

The mixed feelings in Bray’s 
departure are reciprocated by the 
NGLTF. “We will miss him, but 
know he will not be going that far 
away,” said Kerry Lobel, NGLTF’s 
executive director-designate. ▼

area and will help meet a great 
unmet housing need. 

“It’s a good time of year to do 
something that’s right,” King 
added. 

Catholic Charities of the East 
Bay, one of the leaders in provid¬ 
ing social and supportive services 
to persons living with AIDS, will 
coordinate the on-site services at 
Concord House, Kirk said. 

King praised Catholic Chari¬ 
ties’ work at other projects, saying, 
“They’ve always been a good 
provider and a good neighbor.” 

Public transportation, recre¬ 
ation opportunities and pro¬ 
grams, banks, shops, libraries, and 
volunteer opportunities will all be 
within easy access of residents, 
Kirk added. 

Reilly and Kirk said they don’t 
anticipate difficulty getting resi¬ 
dents for Concord House. Resi¬ 
dents will be selected about two 
months before the facility opens. 


Kirk said that outreach work will 
be done in the HIV and homeless 
communities and also through 
service providers, Catholic Chari¬ 
ties of the East Bay, and the coun¬ 
ty’s AIDS Office. 

The planned Hayward facility 
is the third component of RCD’s 
East Bay AIDS Housing Initiative, 
which is a total of seven projects 
that will more than double the 
amount of affordable AIDS hous¬ 
ing in the East Bay. 

RCD created the AIDS hous¬ 
ing initiative in 1994 to help meet 
this tremendous need. While over 
13,600 residents of Alameda and 
Contra Costa counties are HIV¬ 
positive, and over 2,100 are living 
with AIDS, there are currently 
only 60 permanent units ear¬ 
marked for PWAs in the East Bay. 

The initiative’s goal is to pro¬ 
vide a continuum of affordable 
housing options for PWAs, from 
permanent housing for individu¬ 
als who can live independently to 
shared living arrangements that 
offer more intensive services. 

In February, RCD opened the 


doors to the newly renovated 
Harrison Hotel, an historic 81- 
unit single room occupancy hotel 
in downtown Oakland. Fourteen 
of the units are for PWAs. The 
Harrison Hotel has both an on¬ 
site primary care medical clinic 
and an integrated support team 
that provides vocational, mental 
health, and substance abuse re¬ 
covery services to residents. 

The Corporation for Support¬ 
ive Housing provides the clinic 
and support team. 

In March, the Marlon Riggs 
Apartments opened in the Adams 
Point area of Oakland, consisting 
of 12 one-bedroom apartments 
and one resident manager’s unit. 
Catholic Charities of the East Bay 
provides the supportive services 
for the project. Marlon Riggs was 
a highly acclaimed filmmaker and 
a longtime Oakland resident who 
died of AIDS in 1994. ▼

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would form a new ministry to les¬ 
bians and gays. The Right Rev¬ 
erend Charles Otis, the only 
openly gay Episcopal Bishop, an¬ 
nounced the founding of 
Oasis/California at a January 13 
service. The service was held to 
support another retired bishop 
who was being tried for heresy for 
ordaining lesbians and gays to the 
Episcopal priesthood. 

The same issue of the paper 
detailed the expulsion of San 
Francisco’s St. Francis Luther¬ 
an Church and First United 
Lutheran Church from the 5.2- 
million-member Evangelical 
Lutheran Church in America, for 
the 1990 ordinations of a lesbian 
couple and a gay man as Lutheran 
pastors. The churches had been 
initially suspended for five years. 

Mayor Willie Brown took the 
oath of office on January 8. Brown 
defeated incumbent Frank Jordan 
for the post. 

The January 11 issue of the 
B.A.R. carried a report that Sher¬ 
iff Mike Hennessey had ended a 
longstanding practice of segregat¬ 
ing gay and straight inmates at 
the San Francisco County jail fa¬ 
cilities. Inmates would no longer 
be segregated because of sexual 
orientation but because of vul¬ 
nerability, medical or psychiatric 
need, or because they posed a 
threat to other inmates. 

longtime gay and lesbian vet¬ 
erans’ affairs activist and civic 
booster Dr. Paul Hardman died 
at the age of 72. A WWII veteran, 
Hardman went toe-to-toe with 


the conservative American Legion 
and helped form the lesbian and 
gay veterans Alexander Hamilton 
Post of the group. 

On the national news front, 
the January 18 B.A.R. reported 
that Clinton Administration offi¬ 
cials were appealing a Second U.S. 
Court of Appeals ruling which 
concluded the Commander-in- 
Chief’s anti-gay “Don’t Ask, 
Don’t Tell” military policy was 
unconstitutional. 

After a two-week postpone¬ 
ment, the Board of Supervisors 
voted to fund the Salvation 
Army to provide homeless ser¬ 
vices. Supervisor Tom Ammiano 
was the lone opponent. In ex¬ 
change for the funds, Supervisor 
Carole Migden brokered a deal 
that the group would submit to 
monitoring of contract compli¬ 
ance, and publish a statement that 
lesbians and gays have full rights 
as social equals. Army officers 
would receive sensitivity training 
in exchange for the cash. 

A non-profit company that 
was originally a spin-off from 
Larkin Street Youth Center an¬ 
nounced that it would open a Ben 
and Jerry’s Ice Cream franchise 
on Castro Street. 

A news report in the final Jan¬ 
uary issue of the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter also detailed that a troubled 
housing project which provided 
shelter and social services to East 
Bay homeless people - including 
some with HIV/AIDS - would 
lose its $2.5 million contract for 
services. Coit Apartments had 
been the subject of scores of com¬ 
plaints to the Oakland Housing 
authority. 


February 

On February 1, the San Fran¬ 
cisco Board of Supervisors held a 
hearing into quality of care issues 
for people with HIV/AIDS at 
Kaiser Hospital, the largest 
provider of medical services to 
city workers. The hospital lacked 
an HIV/AIDS specialty practice - 
and availability of up-to-date care 
and treatment varied widely 
throughout the health mainte¬ 
nance group’s Northern Califor¬ 
nia regions. The HMO was also 
under fire for failing to pay for 
HIV viral load testing and denial 
of human growth hormone for 
people with AIDS-related wast¬ 
ing, both routinely available 
through other providers. 

Another front page story in the 
February 1 issue detailed that a new 
combination of drugs to fight 
AIDS (the protease inhibitor Crix- 
ivan + 3TC + AZT) lowered the 
amount of HIV to “undetectable 
levels” for as long as 24 weeks in 85 
percent of patients with HIV infec¬ 
tion. The drug’s maker was expect¬ 
ed to file an application with the 
Food and Drug Administration for 
approval of the drug. 

The San Francisco Board of 
Supervisors passed a resolution 
that allowed domestic partner 
registrants to pay an extra $30 
and have a city clerk perform a 
ceremony - just like civil cere¬ 
monies for heterosexuals - seek¬ 
ing a marriage license. The mea¬ 
sure passed a week after a state As¬ 
sembly committee blocked a bill 
to prohibit the recognition of 
same-sex marriages performed 
outside of California. But that bill 
was later passed by the Assembly 
and sent to the state Senate. 


Mayor Willie Brown appoint¬ 
ed five more lesbians and gays to 
city commissions - including 
Martha Knutzen, who lost a bid 
for a second term as president of 
the Harvey Milk Lesbian and Gay 
Democratic Club,, lesbian health 
advocate and Women’s Building 
activist Roma Guy, and Adult 
Probation Officer Sharon Bretz. 
Alan Huie and Stanlee Gatee 
also received appointments. 

A story from a Los Angeles 
correspondent in the February 8 
issue of the Bay Area Reporter de¬ 
tailed that while 3,000 AIDS ac¬ 
tivists showed up for Ronald 
Reagan’s birthday party at exclu¬ 
sive Chasen’s restaurant, Reagan 
didn’t. The event was a $l,000-a- 
plate fundraiser. 

A San Francisco woman be¬ 
came the second in the country to 
receive Her2/neu, an experimen¬ 
tal drug for the treatment of 
metastatic breast cancer. 

President Bill Clinton an¬ 
nounced that he would sign the 
annual Defense Authorization Bill 
- even though it contained a rider 
by anti- gay California Rep. Bob 
Dornan that would require the 
immediate discharge of all HIV- 
infected military personnel, an 
estimated 1,000 servicemembers. 
The rider also would ban abor¬ 
tions for servicewomen at over¬ 
seas military medical sites. 

A San Francisco gay man was 
forced to have a special bloodtest 
to prove he was not the father of a 
San Diego County welfare recipi¬ 
ent’s child. The San Diego Coun¬ 
ty District attorney notified Jeff 
Keegan that the woman claimed 
he was the father of her child - 
and threatened to sue him for

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child support in the matter. Kee¬ 
gan had never met the claimant 
and hadn’t had sex with a woman 
since he’d come out - eight years 
earlier. The woman later said he 
was not the father. 

Ten ACT UP members from 
around the country received 
$20,000 each seven years after 
they were illegally strip-searched 
in Portland, Oregon, following a 
1989 demonstration at the local 
Food and Drug Administration 
office. A former attorney for the 
U.S. attorney’s office, and activist 
Michael Petrelis were among 
the activists receiving the out-of- 
court settlements. 

A San Francisco gay landlord 
was sued over his eviction of a 
PWA - whom he erroneously 
claimed had drinking problems 
that disturbed his neighbors. An¬ 
thony Di Genova filed the evic¬ 
tion suit against John Hughes. 
Hughes’s attorney claimed the 
eviction was an attempt to jack up 
rents in the property. Di Genova 
was the head of the San Francisco 
Chapter of Girth and Mirth, a so¬ 
cial club for very overweight gay 
men and their erotic admirers. Di 
Genova withdrew the suit against 
Hughes after the story, but not be¬ 
fore the B.A.R. was severely chas¬ 
tised by well-known writer Thom 
Bean, a former official with the 
club, for the way the paper char¬ 
acterized the club and its mem¬ 
bers. Bean died of massive heart 
attack two days after the Bay Area 
Reporter published his letter. 

March 

According to the March 7 issue 
of the Bay Area Reporter , a gay 
man claimed he was sexually 
abused by a Laguna Honda Hos¬ 
pital health worker who pulled 
down his pants and exposed an 
erect penis, then pulled down the 
victim’s pajama bottoms and fon¬ 
dled his penis. The victim was im¬ 
mobilized because of casts on 
hands and feet due to a fall. The 
city later denied the claim, but the 
worker was fired from his job as 
an attendant at the site. 

In one of the major stories of 
the year, a March 7 article detailed 
that protease inhibitors were 
nearing the last stages of an accel¬ 
erated approval process, and 
would be available for use as anti- 
HIV treatments as soon as mid- 
March. 

Reality brand condoms, an 

internal pouch-like apparatus, 
initially made available for use by 
women but never approved by the 
FDA for anal sex, would be made 
available to gay men in San Fran¬ 
cisco. 500 were initially ordered by 
the city.

home. He had been diagnosed 
with AIDS 11 years earlier. 

The California State Supreme 
Court ruled that two gay men 
who had been arrested for public 
lewdness had been arrested sole¬ 
ly on the basis of their perceived 
sexual orientation - a violation of 
state anti-discrimination laws. 
The two had been detained out¬ 
side a Mountain View adult book¬ 
store for allegedly soliciting sex 
from undercover officers in a 
sting operation. 

In an effort to reflect its inclu¬ 
sive gender and sexual orientation 
policies, the San Francisco Les¬ 
bian and Gay Labor Alliance an¬ 
nounced that it would change its 
name to Pride At Work/San 
Francisco Bay Area. The group 
had been active in San Francisco 
since the mid-1970s boycott of 
Coors Beer. 

Metropolitan Community 
Church of San Francisco in the 
Castro District celebrated its 25th 
anniversary. 

District Attorney Terence 
Hallman issued a 213-count 
fraud warrant against gay man 
Lonnie Dean Lewis, who al¬ 
legedly posed as a psychiatrist and 
duped scores of inner city patients 
and stole some of his clients’ fed¬ 
eral welfare benefits. 

Violence against gays and 
lesbians dipped eight percent in 
1995, according to a March survey 
issued by the national Coalition of 
Anti-Violence programs. With 
21,212 attacks in 1995, New York 
reported 652 incidents, San Fran¬ 
cisco reported 324 with its much 
smaller population pool, Los An¬ 
geles reported 256 incidents, and 
Minneapolis/St. Paul reported 
218 incidents. 

On Thursday, March 28, open¬ 
ly lesbian San Francisco Supervi¬ 
sor Carole Migden was sworn 
into the California State Assem¬ 
bly. She became the second les¬ 
bian Assemblywoman in Califor¬ 
nia history, joining Santa Moni- 
can activist Sheila Kuehl. 

Gay military veteran Perry 
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Watkins died of AIDS on March 
21. Watkins had successfully sued 
for reinstatement into the United 
States Army after he was dis¬ 
charged in 1982 on the grounds 
that he had been drafted into the 
service in 1967 as an openly ho¬ 
mosexual 19-year-old. 

April 

The Bay Area Reporter cele¬ 
brated its 25th anniversary. 

The San Francisco New 
Main Library opened to the gen¬ 
eral public on April 16 - includ¬ 
ing its new James C. Hormel 
Gay and Lesbian Center. 

Latino newspaper publisher 
and gay man Juan Pifarre, 53, 
was found beaten to death in his 
Bernal Height home. Police later 
arrested Steven Nary, a 19-year- 
old sailor stationed aboard the 
Alameda-based U.S.S. Carl Vin¬ 
son, for the crime. 

San Francisco Congress- 
woman Nancy Pelosi introduced 
legislation to turn the AIDS 
Memorial Grove at Laveaga Dell 
in San Francisco’s Golden Gate 
Park into a national monument. 
The 15-acre wooded basin is the 
nation’s first living memorial to 
hundreds of thousands of people 
who have died of AIDS, as well as 
a retreat for those living with HIV 
and their loved ones. ACT 
UP/Washington DC was less 
than happy with the proposal, and 
immediately denounced Pelosi for 
a publicity grab. 

Jesse Costello-Good, age 17, 
was appointed to the Youth Com¬ 
mission as an openly gay member 
by Supervisor Tom Ammiano. 
Kent Khounsombath, 19, an 
openly gay Cambodian youth, 
was appointed by Supervisor 
Mabel Teng. 

In April, a Castro Street bar 
called Night Shift began an eight 
month morph into Una Mas, a 
Mexican fast-food franchise with * 
a decidedly up-tempo decor that 
some called garish. The site was 
an unofficial historic landmark 
once known as the Nothing Spe¬ 
cial, one of a handful of pioneer¬ 
ing gay^ enterprises in the once- 
straight working-class Castro 
neighborhood. 

A Castro merchants group said 
the non-profit corporation that

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produced the annual Castro 
Street Fair should be denied 
permits for the annual October 
event until the group opened its 
books to the public. Members ex¬ 
pressed surprise that the fair’s ex¬ 
ecutive producer received more 
than $35,000 in salary, but the 
event returned little to the com¬ 
munity. 

A gay waiter fired from his job 
at Emporio Armani, a chic Grant 
Street eatery, filed a multi-million 
dollar sexual harassment lawsuit 
charging a manager at the site 
with sexual harassment. Scot 
Johnson also charged that he was 
retaliated against for informing 
the company that hired the man¬ 
ager about the sexual abuse. 

AIDS activist groups around 
the country considered a boycott 
of Stadtlanders, a national mail 
order pharmacy, after the compa¬ 
ny announced a 37 percent mark¬ 
up in the price of Crixivan. The 
protease inhibitor was set to retail 
at $495 a month - pricing it be¬ 
yond the reach of thousands of 
people with AIDS. The company 
quickly announced that they 
would only mark the price up 19 
percent, averting the boycott. 

University of Chicago law 
school graduate and author of the 
1988 Chicago Human Rights or¬ 
dinance Irwin Keller was ap¬ 
pointed to head San Francisco’s 
AIDS Legal Referral Panel, the 
oldest HIV legal service in the 
country. 

In a major victory for gay and 
lesbian veterans rights activists, 
the city’s Human Rights Commis¬ 
sion found the California Depart¬ 
ment of the American Legion 
discriminated against the Alexan¬ 
der Hamilton AL post over a two- 
year period. The Legion discrimi¬ 
nated by refusing to run ads for 
the gay and lesbian post and made 
frequent anti-gay remarks and 
comments about the post. Super¬ 
visor Tom Ammiano said the 
group would have to cease dis¬ 
crimination or be thrown out of 
its offices in the city War Memor¬ 
ial Building. 

The Board of Trustees of the 
San Francisco Community Col¬ 
lege District voted to keep the U.S. 
military’s Reserve Officer 
Training Corps off the City Col¬ 
lege campus until the military lift¬ 
ed its ban against gay and lesbian 
servicemembers. 

Republican US District Court 
Judge Saundra Brown Armstrong, 
a former Oakland police officer 
and Alameda County District At¬ 
torney, ruled that the California 
National Guard had violated con¬ 
stitutional protections against Lt. 
Colonel Andrew Holmes for dis¬ 
charging him after he disclosed 
his sexual orientation to a com¬ 
manding officer. 

The Gay and Lesbian Med¬ 
ical Association surprised many 
by deleting the word “transgen¬ 
der” from its letterhead - and 
began identifying itself as a group 
of gay, lesbian, and bisexual physi¬ 
cians. GLMA executive director 
Ben Shatz countered that the 
group did not use HIV in the let¬ 
terhead, either. 

May 

San Franciscans who remem¬ 
bered entertainer Eddie Mur¬ 
phy’s virulent, anti-gay comic 
routines that mocked and at¬ 
tacked effeminate gay men and 
people with AIDS set about mak¬ 
ing his efforts to film a movie in 
San Francisco a nightmare. Mur¬ 
phy made amends by apologizing 
for his early routines, in a public 
statement that explained that he 
was a young and foolish and im¬ 
mature person at the time. 


The Dornan anti-HIV service- 
members amendment was re¬ 
moved from the Defense Appro¬ 
priations bill by Congress before 
it went to President Clinton for 
signature. 

ACT UP/Golden Gate urged 
San Francisco to provide bottled 
water to visitors and patients at all 
public health facilities, city offices, 
jails, and institutions, because of 
the threat of Cryptosporidium, a 
parasite lethal to people with 
AIDS, in city tap water. 

Longtime civil rights attorney 
Mary Dunlap, who has argued be¬ 
fore the United States Supreme 
Court, was appointed to head San 
Francisco’s troubled Office of 
Citizen Complaints, which in¬ 
vestigates complaints against po¬ 
lice officers. 

Fifteen years into the epidem¬ 
ic, the Centers For Disease Con¬ 
trol issued its first report on Les¬ 
bians and HIV and made 25 pol¬ 
icy recommendations, including a 
review of treatment policies to de¬ 
termine if there is a heterosexual 
bias that would lead to poor care. 

Longtime gay civil rights and 
media watchdog A1 Kielwasser 
was out as a co-chair in a putsch 
at the local - and once indepen¬ 
dent - chapter of the national Gay 
and Lesbian Alliance Against 
Defamation. Co-chair Bonnie 
Haley was out as well. Managing 
director Christine Bullini was 
critical of the pair when she re¬ 
signed, but later played down her 
concerns. 

People for the Ethical Treat¬ 
ment of Animals denounced 
AIDS activist Jeff Getty for animal 
cruelty, for the killing of a baboon 
in order that Getty could receive 
the First-ever baboon-human 
bone marrow transplant. The “an¬ 
imal rights” activist group also 
charged fraud in a study that led 
to approval of the experimental 
procedure. 

Both President Clinton and 
Robert Dole announced that they 
opposed gay marriage. Dole’s 
“Defense of Marriage Act” 
went before a House subcommit¬ 
tee in mid-May. Clinton subse¬ 
quently announced that he would 
sign the measure. 

Wigstock West , San Francis¬ 
co’s version of the New York drag 
extravaganza, was held at Fort 
Mason. The show was a fundrais¬ 
er for two gay groups - the Stop 
AIDS Project and the Tenderloin 
AIDS Resource Center. 

Several gay men reported that 
a man who approached them for 
sex in Buena Vista Park stole 
their wallets and other items after 
having sex with them. The thief 
assaulted victims who confronted 
him - in one case breaking a 
young man’s fingers so badly they 
required metal pins. The assailant 
was also discovered to have stolen 
his victims’ identities - assuming 
their names and using their iden¬ 
tification in the commission of 
other crimes. The alleged assailant 
was ultimately arrested and jailed 
on felony charges and currently is 
scheduled for trial in early 1996. 

Lesbian magazine Curve, for¬ 
merly known as Deneuve, held a 
benefit to raise cash for the legal 
costs of a court fight against them 
launched by actress Catherine 
Deneuve over the use of her sur¬ 
name as the magazine’s name. 
The publisher maintained the 
magazine was named after her 
first love - whom she then de¬ 
clined to name. 

The 13th International AIDS 
Candlelight Vigil drew hun¬ 
dreds for the annual commemo¬ 
ration, which took place without 
incident. 

Former San Mateo AIDS Of¬ 
fice chief Dr. Gene Copello be¬ 
came the chief of the new Health 
and Prevention branch of the San 
Francisco Department of Health’s

AIDS office. Copello’s doctorate is 
from Vanderbilt University - in 
Divinity. 

Longtime activist Scott Walton 
became the Executive Director of 
Digital Queers. 

In a landmark ruling, the Unit¬ 
ed States Supreme Court ruled on 
Monday, May 20 that Colorado’s 
Amendment 2 was unconstitu¬ 
tional - and that homosexual 
people as a class constitute a class 
entitled to equal protection under 
the law. The Clinton Administra¬ 
tion’s failure to write amicus 
briefs or points supporting an 
overturn of the measure would 
become part of gay history - and 
legal textbook commentary for 
generations to come. 

Mayor Willie Brown appoint¬ 
ed openly lesbian attorney San 
Francisco Democratic appa¬ 
ratchik Leslie Katz and The 
Rev. Amos Brown, an African- 
American minister, to vacancies 
on the Board of Supervisors. Re¬ 
action to Brown’s appointment 
was mixed in the gay community. 

The GodFather Service 
Fund, a local AIDS charity that 
provides personal care items and 
other materials to hospitalized 
AIDS patients throughout San 
Francisco, suspended Chris 
Pucinelli as a board member of 
the 14-year-old group. Pucinelli 
allegedly embezzled more than 
$10,000 from the group’s coffers 
by placing contributions she ob¬ 
tained without authorization into 
a dummy account she allegedly 
set up. She later paid the $10,000 
back, but an investigation contin¬ 
ued as more checks turned up 
missing. The group learned of the 
alleged crime when a donor called 
to say he had not received ac¬ 
knowledgment of a substantial 
cash bequest. 

Members of the Presidential 
Commission on AIDS and other 
AIDS VIPs from Washington, 
D.C. held a meeting in San Fran¬ 
cisco on May 24. A local activist 
was arrested in the incident. Os¬ 
tensibly designed to seek public 
input into AIDS policies, critics 
charged the event was a “dog and 
pony” show that was less about 
AIDS policies than a public rela¬ 
tions stunt for the Commission 
and its members, AIDS officials, 
and the beleaguered Clinton Ad¬ 
ministration. 

June 

In its June 6 issue, the B.A.R. 
reported that after three years of 
being housed at St. Paul’s Roman 
Catholic Church in Noe Valley, 
the Alternative Family Center 
was forced out of its offices be¬ 
cause too many lesbian and gay 
families with children used the 
services of the center. According 
to the University of San Francisco 
Center For Child and Family De¬ 
velopment, AFS services had been 
oriented to gay and lesbian par¬ 
ents - and not inclusive enough of 
other groups such as homeless 
families, foster families, and het¬ 
erosexual parents with children. 

Despite dire warnings by San 


Francisco Mayor Willie Brown 
that President Clinton would face 
gay protests if he came to town, 
little opposition greeted Clinton 
at his June 9 appearance at a 
$50,000 fundraiser sponsored by 
Dianne Feinstein. Senator Milton 
Marks and Supervisors Leslie Katz 
and Susan Leal all pointedly 
skipped his press event before the 
fundraiser. 

Gay Concord physician Dr. 
Gary A. Parkison and an accom¬ 
plice were arrested for conspiracy 
to commit murder and murder- 
for-hire, after they allegedly paid 
an undercover Concord police of¬ 
ficer to kill Parkison’s former 
lover. Parkison was held on $10 
million bail in the Martinez De¬ 
tention Center. He later gave an 
exclusive interview to the B.A.R. 
about the incident. 

Architect Mark Primeau was 
named as director of the San 
Francisco Department of Public 
Works by Mayor Willie Brown. 

The Fine Arts Museums, in¬ 
cluding the de Young Museum 
and the California Palace of the 
Legion of Honor, became some of 
the first city-supported institu¬ 
tions to offer 100 percent domes¬ 
tic partners coverage to its 
workers. 

The Board of Directors of the 
San Francisco Gay Community 
Center held a public meeting on 
June 15 to elect officers and give a 
status report on the purchase 
agreement for a Market Street site 
located between Octavia and La¬ 
guna Streets. The site housed a 
Libertarian bookstore and a gay 
sex club. 

Long-time gay community fig¬ 
ure and restaurateur Lennie Mol- 
let died after emergency surgery 
at age 76. Mollet was well-known 
for two pioneering lesbian and 
gay bars and restaurants - Off the 
Levee, a popular San Francisco 
waterfront-area gay bar and 
eatery that operated during the 
1950s, and his popular South of 
Market establishment, originally 
called the 527 Club and later 
known as Chez Mollet. 

The United States Supreme 
Court tossed out Cincinnati’s law 
against so-called “special pro¬ 
tections’' for lesbians and gays - 
similar to Colorado’s Amendment 
2 - and ordered a rehearing on 
the issue. 

An unprecedented Washing¬ 
ton, D.C. coalition of AIDS ac¬ 
tivists, patient advocates, and sci¬ 
entists denounced the animal 
rights movement, including Peo¬ 
ple for the Ethical Treatment 
of Animals, for impeding life¬ 
saving research. 

The 27th annual Freedom Day 
Parade - California’s oldest and 
largest - drew hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of revelers Sunday, June 30. 
The event was marred by politi¬ 
cians anxious to be close to the 
start of the parade, who cut in 
front of people with AIDS and left 
PWA groups sweltering in the 
sun. 

An estimated 200,000 con¬ 
doms were distributed in gay bars 
and sex venues during Pride fes¬ 
tivities after the Health Depart¬ 
ment’s AIDS pre-parade outreach 
efforts were critically scrutinized. 
The widescale distribution col¬ 
lapsed again immediately after the 
weekend. 

Capping a year of controversy, 
the Alameda City Council 

adopted a resolution supporting a 
Mayor’s proclamation that salut¬ 
ed the city’s lesbian and gay com¬ 
munity. A similar effort a year ear¬ 
lier was nixed by Christian funda¬ 
mentalists who caught activists 
off-guard. 

Douglass Elementary School 
in the Castro became The Harvey 
Milk Civil Rights Academy on 

June 24 after approval of the 
name change by the San Francis¬ 


co Board of Education. 

July 

AIDS experts from around the 
world attended the XI Interna¬ 
tional AIDS Conference in 
Vancouver. Whether protease in¬ 
hibitors were a important medical 
breakthrough or hype was a 
prime topic of discussion. Needle 
exchange, vaccine trials, and 
women’s AIDS issues were also 
big topics. 

Oakland, California began 
providing domestic partners 
registration and benefits for city 
workers. 

Longtime lesbian activist and 
Bay Area Lawyers For Individual 
Freedom board member Kate 
Kendall became executive direc¬ 
tor of the National Center For 
Lesbian Rights. 

In July, Shanti Project an¬ 
nounced it had won $750,000 in 
damages from its former account¬ 
ing firm. The firm failed to catch 
management errors and practices 
that led to the cancellation of the 
group’s $2.5 million in housing 
contracts - and the departures of 
director Eric Rofes and deputy di¬ 
rector Melinda Paras. Mayor 
Brown said the money would 
eventually wind up back at Shan¬ 
ti through city funding. 

Longtime openly-gay commu¬ 
nity activist Lawrence Wong was 
named president of the San Fran¬ 
cisco Community College Board 
of Trustees, which oversees the 
operations of the multi-cam- 
pused SF Community College. 

Longtime African American 
gay activist and leader Byron Mc- 
Quarters was appointed as head 
of the City’s Sunshine Task Force, 
which supervises the city’s open 
government act.

1996 in review

The 5th International Trans¬ 
gender Law Conference was 

held in Houston, Texas. More 
than 35 transgendered attorneys 
and supporters attended. 

More than 400 lesbian, gay, bi¬ 
sexual and transgendered activists 
from around the world gathered 
in San Francisco for “Young, 
Loud and Proud” - the first in¬ 
ternational queer youth confer¬ 
ence. 

Darryl Geyer, a 19-year-old 
Ohioan police described as a 
drifter, was held without bail in 
the Bryant Street Hall of Justice 
on mqrder, arson, and auto theft 
charges. Geyer was charged in 
connection with a deadly fire at 
1101 Bush Street on June 11. A 
75-year-old woman had jumped 
to her death while trying to escape 
the blaze. 

Observant members of the 
Cannabis Buyers Club discov¬ 
ered that they were being video¬ 
taped through the window-blind 
of a room in a building diagonal 
to the club’s operations. The 
building was owned by the Bank 
of America. CBC founder Dennis 
Person called the incident a polit¬ 
ical act to derail the campaign for 
the legalization of medical mari¬ 
juana. 

Former Democratic Party 
head and gay candidate for Mu¬ 
nicipal Court Judge Matthew 
Rothschild denied that he cam¬ 
paigned from his desk at the City 
Attorney’s office. He also denied 
he tried to dupe elderly voters 
into thinking he was heterosexual, 
after police officer and attorney 
Leeanna Dawydiak told the Bay 
Area Reporter that Rothschild 
asked her to appear at his side at 
several political events. She said 
the candidate suggested older vot¬ 
ers might think the police officer 
was his wife. 

Two gay men with San Fran¬ 
cisco links were among the 230 
people who died aboard TWA 
Flight 800 when it exploded 
shortly after take-off on July 17. 
Former St. Francis Lutheran 
Church organist and chorister 
David Hogan was returning to his 
Paris home. Designer Ted John¬ 
son also died. Two members of 
the Paris gay chorus also died in 
the explosion. 

August 

The California Attorney Gen¬ 
eral’s Bureau of Narcotic Enforce¬ 
ment conducted a series of early 
morning raids on the Cannabis 
Buyers Club at 1444 Market 
Street, as well as the homes of 
CBC founder Dennis Peron and 
manager Beth Moore, a person 
with AIDS, August 4. More than 
100 officers, carrying automatic 
weapons and wearing body armor 
and rubber gloves, took part in 
the raid. Gay San Francisco police 
officer Joe Bannon was the in¬ 
vestigating SFPD officer who 
worked with state cops, without 
the knowledge of the San Francis¬ 
co Police Commission or Chief of 
Police Fred Lau. The action was 
widely criticized. 

Congressman Jim Kolbe, R- 
Arizona, was forced out of the 
closet by activists who had threat¬ 
ened to out him and other mem¬ 
bers of Congress. Kolbe support¬ 
ed the anti-gay Defense of Mar¬ 
riage Act and does not believe that 
gays and lesbians should be al¬ 
lowed to marry. Kolbe uncon¬ 
vincingly tied the issue to “states’ 
rights.” 

Three members of ACT 
UP/San Francisco seized Davies 
Hospital Emergency Room after 
being denied access to a meeting 
room at the site. The use of the 
meeting space had been canceled

because of the group’s escalating 
public confrontations with AIDS 
officials and other activists. 

New Leaf, an agency formed 
when Operation Concern and 
18th Street Services merged, was 
hit by a labor grievance for scaling 
back benefits to workers and arbi¬ 
trarily laying off some workers. 
Service Employee International 
Union Local 790 filed a grievance 
over the labor practices with the 
National Labor Relations Board. 

University of California Med¬ 
ical Center was named the coun¬ 
try’s best AIDS care center, and 
San Francisco General Hospital 
was listed among the top ten 
hospitals providing AIDS care 
in the country, according to a sur¬ 
vey of U.S. News and World Re¬ 
port. 

Michael C. Botkin died of 
AIDS in San Francisco of AIDS. 
Botkin was one of the best colum¬ 
nists and profilers of life with 
AIDS in contemporary American 
journalism. His last column ap¬ 
peared in the August 15, 1996 
issue of the Bay Area Reporter. 

Gay San Francisco social jus¬ 
tice activist and political consul¬ 
tant T. J. Anthony died of cancer 
at the age of 37. 

Several thousands of gays and 
lesbians assembled en masse to 
protest at the Republican Con¬ 
vention in San Diego, California. 

A former owner of the End 
Up, once a popular SF gay bar, 
shot himself in the head after a 
nine-hour standoff with police in 
Millbrae. 51-year-old Douglas 
Whitemore had been sought for 
allegedly shooting Carl Hanken in 
the arm during an argument over 
the estate of Hanken’s late broth¬ 
er. 

Two police captains were 
cleared of charges in connection 
with the raid of a 1995 New 
Year’s private AIDS fundrais¬ 
er. Six San Francisco officers had 
been charged with misconduct 
ranging from anti-gay slurs to 
brutality and the false arrest of 
gay men and others in the inci¬ 
dent. 

The Board of Supervisors ear¬ 
marked $1.2 million in funds to 
purchase a Market Street proper¬ 
ty for a lesbian, gay, bisexual 
and transgender community 
center. 

The Board of Supervisors also 
declined to declare a state of med¬ 
ical emergency to distribute med¬ 
icinal marijuana to people in 
need. The Board said it lacked the 
authority for the move because 
medical marijuana issues did not 
meet the narrow legal criteria to 
allow such a declaration. In a 
clever publicity stunt, MCC pas¬ 
tor Jim Mitulski passed out pot to 
a handful of AIDS patients in the 
church’s sanctuary, both to show 
the need and to point out gay sup¬ 
port for the distribution efforts. 

A tie vote that would have 
passed a California measure re¬ 
fusing to recognize same-sex 
marriages performed in other 
states failed when Lieutenant 
Governor Gray Davis, as head of 
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the Senate, broke the tie and voted 
to defeat the measure. 

Longtime San Francisco queer 
activist, inveterate Grateful Dead 
head, and Queer Nation co¬ 
founder Steve Mehall died of 
HIV-related complications at the 
age of 37. 

Lesbian mother Gaeta Bell 
was named to the city’s open 
space committee by Supervisor 
Susan Leal. Bell is a long-time nat¬ 
uralist who works for the East Bay 
Regional Parks District. 

Openly gay Congressional 
candidate from Long Beach, Cali¬ 
fornia Rick zbur addressed the 
Democratic National Convention 
in Chicago on August 28. 

Robert Acremant confessed 
to killing Medford, Oregon les¬ 
bians Roxanne Ellis, 53 and 
Michelle Abdul, 42. Acremant ini¬ 
tially claimed to have killed the 
pair in a botched attempted rob¬ 
bery, but later said he killed them 
because childhood sexual abuse 
left him with a “deep hatred of 
fags.” Acremant claimed to have 
been subjected to incest, rape, 
bestiality, and battery from the 
age of five to 14, when he began 
taking LSD daily. 

September 

District Attorney Terence Hal- 
linan said that pot use was given 
the city’s lowest police enforce¬ 
ment priority, but pot sales were 
not - after gay man and CBC 
member Craig Canada was arrest¬ 
ed for selling pot in San Francis¬ 
co’s Civic Center. Canada faces a 
state prison sentence if convicted. 

Governor Pete Wilson 
launched an effort to force the 
state Department of Social Ser¬ 
vices to abolish adoptions by un¬ 
married couples or single people. 
Despite Wilson’s efforts, state 


judges still have discretion in such 
matters and routinely award cus¬ 
tody to gays and lesbians and sin¬ 
gle men and women who wish to 
become adoptive parents. 

California began requiring 
that twice-convicted male pe¬ 
dophiles who commit sex crimes 
against children under 13 receive 
chemical castration. 

Gay prison AIDS physicians 
Dr. German V. Maisonet died at 
the age of 48. A founding member 
of the national Gay and Lesbian 
Medical Association, Maisonet 
was former head of the State De¬ 
partment of Correction’s primary 
HIV treatment site at Vacaville’s 
California Medical Facility, and a 
chief inspector of prisons for the 
American Medical Association. 

The United States Senate voted 
to pass the anti-gay marriage De¬ 
fense of Marriage Act by a 85- 
14 vote - and defeated the pro¬ 
posed federal gay Employment 
Non-Discrimination Act civil 
rights protections by 49-50. 

Openly gay judicial candidate 
Matthew Rothschild was the 
subject of controversy after an ex¬ 
clusive B.A.R. report detailing his 
1990 bankruptcy. Rothschild in¬ 
cluded $23,000 in student loans in 
the debt reorganization plan. The 
rest of the credit card and loan 
debt was spent caring for James 
Dionisio, a LA attorney who later 
died with AIDS, according to his 
campaign manager. 

Concern about the use of 
methamphetamines in the gay 
community prompted the Stop 
AIDS Project to sponsor two 
community meetings to talk 
about crystal use and find ways to 
address the endemic problem. 

Disciplinary proceedings 
against four police officers 
charged with misconduct during 


the illegal raid of a private 1995 
New Year’s South of Market Street 
AIDS fundraiser began at the Hall 
of Justice. 

Dean Goodwin, lesbian and 
gay liaison to Mayor Willie 
Brown, informed the 33 members 
of the Mayor’s s HIV Planning 
Council that Brown required 
them to reapply for their posts. 

Marianna Balquiedra, for¬ 
merly head of the Remedios AIDS 
Task Force in the Philippines, be¬ 
came the new head of the Filipino 
Task Force on AIDS. Balquiedra is 
a transgendered Filipina. 

A landmark case requiring the 
state of Hawaii to provide a com¬ 
pelling reason to deny gay couples 
the right to marry went to a state 
Circuit Court. The court will re¬ 
hear the case following a 1993 
Hawaii Supreme Court ruling re¬ 
instating a lawsuit filed by three 
same-sex couples denied marriage 
licenses. 

An off-duty uniformed Muni 
bus driver was charged with 
felony assault in a July attack 
against a gay man riding the 4 
Sutter bus line. The gay man had 
been kissed on the check by his 
boyfriend who was getting off the 
bus. Sonny Vukic was slugged and 
assaulted by 43-year-old Wardy 
Joubert, who made anti-gay com¬ 
ments before he attacked Vukic. 
Despite the pleas of Muni passen¬ 
gers, the on-duty bus driver ig¬ 
nored the incident and failed to 
call police or intervene. 

An openly gay butcher filed a 
complaint against Bryan’s Dual¬ 
ity Meats, claiming he was sexu¬ 
ally battered by another butcher 
who exposed his penis to the 
man. Dwight Rogge claimed he 
was also subjected to repeated 
anti-gay comments and death 
threats from co-workers while on

the job. 

The city’s Human Rights 
Commission urged the city health 
administration to explore provid¬ 
ing insurance coverage funds for 
eligible transgender city workers’ 
sexual reassignment surgery. 

October 

Melinda Paras announced at 
the end of September that she 
would step down as head of the 
National Gay and Lesbian Task 
Force after two years at the helm 
of the 35,000-member organiza¬ 
tion. Paras said she would return 
to San Francisco with her lover 
Barbara Englis, who accepted a 
local job offer. 

State Attorney General Dan 
Lungren asked a distributor and 
California newspapers to pull the 
popular Doonesbury comic strip 
for its portrayal of the San Fran¬ 
cisco Cannabis Buyers Club. The 
cartoon lampooned Lungren’s en¬ 
forcement activities against the 
club and portrayed the need for 
medical marijuana in a series of 
strips. 

Activists were infuriated by the 
antics of groups like PHARMA, 
the Pharmaceutical Manufactur¬ 
ers Association of American, and 
non-profit groups, including the 
Northwest AIDS Foundation and 
the San Francisco AIDS Founda¬ 
tion, over efforts “to loot” Medic¬ 
aid and the federal AIDS Drug 
Assistance Program. PHARMA 
opposed price caps, and non¬ 
profit AIDS groups demanded 
half of $100 million set aside 
specifically for ADAP programs. 


The San Francisco Board of 
Supervisors created a firestorm of 
criticism by announcing it would 
consider legislation to regulate 
commercial sex clubs. Mayor 
Willie Brown announced that he 
believed public hearings should 
first be held about the issue, and 
indicated he did not support the 
measure. The legislation by Su¬ 
pervisor Tom Ammiano was ef¬ 
fectively stalled in the uproar. 

Two officers were exonerated, 
but two police sergeants were dis¬ 
ciplined for their roles in the 1995 
raid of that private South of Mar¬ 
ket AIDS fundraiser. Sergeant 
John Haggett was ordered fired 
- but the punishment was held in 
abeyance for three years pending 
a six-month suspension, counsel¬ 
ing, and a clean disciplinary 
record. Haggett was found guilty 
of three false arrests, lying on a 
police report, and unnecessary 
force against gay men he arrested 
during the incident. Sergeant 
Steve Bosshard was convicted of 
a sexual orientation slur for mak¬ 
ing a comment about a cross- 
dressed man’s buttocks, after he 
lifted the man’s skirt while putting 
him into the back of a police van 
during the raid. Complainants 
and activists expressed disap¬ 
pointment in the verdicts, and 
were critical of lesbian Police 
Commissioner Pat Norman for 
her role in the decision. The Of¬ 
fice of Citizen Complaints said 
the discipline decisions were fair, 
given the evidence.

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Drug company expert gives 
positive data on lymphatic HIV

I oger Mills, M.D., the med- 
' ' ical director of Abbott Lab¬ 
oratories Antiviral Venture, 
and Marcus A. Conant, M.D., co¬ 
founder of the largest private HIV 
clinic in the United States, provid¬ 
ed a community forum Monday, 
December 16, to discuss HIV in 
the Lymphatic System. The forum 
at the Grand Hyatt was Mills’s first 
in the United States after his lec¬ 
ture in Birmingham, England at 
the 3rd International Congress on 
Drug Therapy in HIV Infection. 

Mills began the forum by 
stressing the importance of look¬ 
ing beyond blood tests and into 
different areas of body tissue for 
HIV, particularly lymph nodes 
cells that are known to harbor the 
virus even when it is undetectable 
in the bloodstream. As in Birm¬ 
ingham, he presented a report of 
33 patients who were adminis¬ 
tered three drugs they had never 
taken before - AZT, 3TC, and Ab¬ 
bott’s protease inhibitor Norvir 
(ritonavir). Fifteen of the 25 pa¬ 
tients who completed six months 
of the study showed no detectable 
virus in their blood; six of those 
15 patients still had their tonsils, 
which were tested before and after 
the trial. 

The results were promising, 
showing undetectable viral load 
in all six subjects’ tonsil tissue. 

Mills then observed, “But if a 
patient gets to zero amounts of 
HIV load in the body, new ques¬ 
tions arise - do you stop treat¬ 
ment altogether?” 

Unfortunately, treatment 
questions such as that must re¬ 
main unanswered for now, since 
much of the data on Norvir and 
other protease inhibitors are still

being collected. Most of the stud¬ 
ies on the drugs, which work by 
blocking the enzyme the virus 
needs to process proteins and re¬ 
produce, have tracked patients for 
less than two years. 

Even so, the effects of the new 
drugs have been highly lauded, 
and Conant stressed that “aggres-

E mergency programs to offer 
free viral load testing na¬

Activists gave out leaflets at the 
forum protesting Norvir’s cost of 
some $9,000 per year, which 
makes it the most expensive pro¬ 
tease inhibitor on the market. Not 
only that, according to ACT 
UP/Golden Gate member Dean 
Knutson, it has more serious and 
toxic side effects than the other 
protease inhibitors. 

“It’s a second-rate drug for a 
first-rate price,” he said. 

ACT UP/Golden Gate de¬ 
manded an immediate reduction 
of $4,000 per year in Norvir’s 
price, but did not disrupt the ex¬ 
change of information at the 
forum. ACT UP/Golden Gate is 
not affiliated with the group ACT 
UP/San Francisco, which is 
known for its disruptive tactics. 

Although only a few partici¬ 
pants attended the relatively short 
forum, it was a significant step 
forward in educating the commu¬ 
nity about the ongoing study of 
protease inhibitors. In a time 
when it is hard to separate fact 
from hope, it is reassuring to get 
some solid answers, even if some¬ 
times the answer is that it must re¬ 
main unanswered - for now. ▼ 


nances have been established fol¬ 
lowing six months of lengthy dis¬ 
cussions between AIDS commu¬ 
nity activists, Emeryville-based 
Chiron Corporation, and New 
Jersey-based Roche Molecular 
Systems, the San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation (SFAF) announced

“HIV viral load testing has be¬ 
come an essential component of 
HIV care,” said Ron Baker, director 
of Treatment Education and Advo¬ 
cacy at SFAF, who is himself HIV- 
positive. “The results of these tests 
are critical for guiding treatment 
decisions, and because there is no 
real government funding for viral 
load tests, this emergency action 
became crucial for those without 
access to these diagnostics.” 

HIV viral load tests measure 
the amount of HIV RNA, the ge- 
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AIDS vaccine research in disorder

ccording to a report re¬ 
leased this month by the 
AIDS Vaccine Advocacy 
Coalition (AVAC), entitled “In¬ 
dustry Investment in HIV Vaccine 
Research,” the private-sector 
search for an AIDS vaccine is 
grossly underfunded and a low in¬ 
dustry priority. The report is 
based on interviews with top re¬ 
searchers at 23 biotechnology and 
pharmaceutical companies. 

“Less than $40 million of the 
$135 million spent on HIV vac¬ 
cine research worldwide each year 
comes from the private sector. 
The private sector, particularly the 
large companies, must take on a 
greater role in this effort,” says re¬ 
port author and attorney David 
Gold. “By way of comparison, 
Hollywood spent more on mak¬ 
ing Waterworld than the whole 
world is spending on HIV vaccine 
research each year.” 

There are only five global vac¬ 
cine manufacturers, and only two 
of these (Chiron and Pasteur- 
Merieux-Connaught) have 
broad-based HIV vaccine pro¬ 
grams that are pursuing a number 
of approaches. A third, Merck & 
Co., has a substantial program 
that is currently focused on a sin¬ 
gle approach. 

The remaining companies 
(SmithKline Beecham and Wyeth 
Lederle) have insignificant HIV 
vaccine programs. Several smaller 
biotech companies have single¬ 
approach programs that are not 
terribly secure. 

AVAC’s investigation exam¬ 
ined the reasons for the low level 
of commitment to HIV vaccine 
development, given the enormous 
financial and human costs to the 
public of the continued spread of 
HIV. 

Among the first community- 
based groups dedicated solely to 
the advancement of HIV vaccine 
research, AVAC was uniquely po¬ 
sitioned to work with scientists 
from private industry, and was 
able to conduct confidential inter¬ 
views with every company that 


now has or once had an HIV vac¬ 
cine research and development 
program. Collaboratively re¬ 
searched by AVAC’s five member 
authors, including myself, the re¬ 
port details some unexpected 
findings. 

The role of government 

“Industry scientists repeatedly 
told us they wanted stronger, 
more vocal public leadership in 
this arena, and that this would 
help them to secure private fi¬ 
nancing,” says UCSF AIDS Policy 
Specialist and report author Chris 
Collins. “We were surprised to 
learn that, in most cases, govern¬ 
ment is the engine that drives in¬ 
dustry, and that industry research 
depends on government financ¬ 
ing, government leadership, and 
government support.” 

The primary obstacle to in¬ 
vestment identified in the report 
was the problematic state of the 
science. While most industry sci¬ 
entists were convinced that a vac¬ 
cine for HIV was possible, they 
were not always certain of their 
own next scientific steps. In every 
case where a company downsized 
or eliminated its HIV vaccine pro¬ 
gram, scientific obstacles were the 
primary factor, leading AVAC 
members to call for increased sci¬ 
entific assistance and direction by 
government sponsored research. 

Everyone we spoke to was con¬ 
vinced an HIV vaccine is possible, 
and that there will be a strong 
market for a vaccine, maybe even 
a multi-billion dollar one, and yet 
the profit motive has been unable 
to drive investment because of the 
scientific difficulty of the field. 
Publicly-funded research targeted 
to key scientific questions could 
reduce the level of scientific un¬ 
certainty and stimulate private 
sector investment. 

Also noted as a significant im¬ 
pediment to vaccine development 
was the issue of product liability. 
“Lawyers and investors are hesi¬ 
tant to back HIV research without 
some kind of tort reform,” said re¬ 
port author Sam Avrett. “Once 
again, it’s a question of govern¬ 
ment taking a leadership role on 
the issue in order to stimulate pri-

netic material of HIV, in the cir¬ 
culating bloodstream of HIV-pos¬ 
itive individuals. The test results 
reflect the clinical health of in¬ 
fected individuals and yield im¬ 
portant information to help guide 
HIV treatment decisions. 

The average cost to a patient 
for a single viral load test is about 
$150. Physicians now recommend 
the tests with increasing frequen¬ 
cy to their patients who are using 
protease inhibitor drugs, in order 
to evaluate the success or failure 
of the new medications. 

SFAF joined with ACT 
UP/Golden Gate and led a na¬ 
tional coalition of AIDS commu¬ 
nity groups in negotiating with 
Chiron and Roche, the two prin¬ 
cipal manufacturers of HIV viral 
load testing, to establish patient 
assistance programs for indigent 
HIV-positive individuals until ad¬ 
equate government funding can 
be secured. 

Chiron produces the viral load 
test called branched DNA 
(bDNA) that is awaiting approval 
by the U.S. Food and Drug Ad¬ 
ministration (FDA). Roche Mole¬ 
cular Systems makes the poly¬ 
merase chain reaction test (PCR), 


currently licensed by the FDA. 

Supported by funding from 
Chiron Corp., San Francisco is the 
first of ten major U.S. cities sched¬ 
uled to implement the Chiron- 
sponsored free HIV viral load 
testing program. The company’s 
patient assistance program will be 
implemented by the San Francis¬ 
co Department of Public Health 
through San Francisco General 
Hospital and the city’s neighbor¬ 
hood public health clinics. 

Beginning January 2, SFAF will 
have a national trilingual hotline 
for free viral load test information 
that will be sponsored by Chiron. 
The phone number will be 1-888- 
HIV-LOAD. 

The SFAF, a nonprofit AIDS 
service organization, provides di¬ 
rect services and housing to thou¬ 
sands of clients and mounts edu¬ 
cation and prevention campaigns 
designed to stop the continuing 
spread of HIV. The organization 
also advocates for treatment ad¬ 
vances and humane HIV-related 
public policies. ▼

vate industry and advance the 
public health.” 

Zero of 17 in testing 

While 268 therapies for HIV 
and AIDS have entered clinical 
trials, only 17 potential vaccines 
have entered human studies, and 
none have yet been deemed 
to merit wide-scale test¬ 
ing. Meanwhile,. 

10,000 people be- ( 
come infected with 
HIV every day - and 40 
to 80,000 Americans will 
acquire HIV in the next 
year alone. Although pow¬ 
erful new AIDS treat¬ 
ments have become 
available in the Unit¬ 
ed States, these drugs 
remain unavailable to the Ameri¬ 
can uninsured and to the 90% of 
people with HIV who live in the 
developing world. Even an effec¬ 
tive vaccine would fail to stem the 
epidemic in the absence of effec¬ 
tive mechanisms for assuring 
global access. 

In the last few weeks vaccines 
have received some much needed 
attention from government. Dr. 
David Baltimore, a Nobel prize 
winner, has accepted the assign¬ 
ment to lead a cross-NIH vaccine 
development oversight committee 
by the Office of AIDS Research; 
and the President’s Commission 
on AIDS and the president him¬ 
self have stated that a cure and a 
vaccine together are our highest 
priority. 

The AIDS Vaccine Advocacy 
Coalition was founded in Decem¬ 
ber 1995 to advocate for the de¬ 
velopment of a safe, effective, and 
accessible HIV vaccine. It seeks to 
promote increased funding and 
investment in HIV vaccine re¬ 


search by government agencies, 
private industry, and non-govern¬ 
mental organizations; to identify 
barriers to the development of a 
vaccine; and to increase public 
awareness about the need for a 
well-funded, coordinated HIV 
vaccine research program. It seeks 
to promote increased HIV vaccine 
advocacy efforts by commu¬ 
nity-based organizations 
and increased awareness 
about HIV vaccine de¬ 
velopment among 
AIDS-affected com¬ 
munities. It is commit¬ 
ted to the principle that 
funds for HIV vac¬ 
cine research are not 
to be taken from 
basic HIV research, 
drug development, or prevention 
efforts. 

The AVAC report proposes five 
key steps that would lay the foun¬ 
dation for making significant ad¬ 
vances in HIV vaccine research 
and development. They are: in¬ 
creased government funding for 
HIV vaccine research, targeted 
scientific research to stimulate in¬ 


dustry investment, expanded 
commitment by large pharma¬ 
ceutical companies, increased 
commitment by affected commu¬ 
nities, and expanded public lead¬ 
ership. It emphasizes that two key 
principles are essential to ensur¬ 
ing an ethical, sustainable, and ul¬ 
timately successful HIV vaccine 
research effort: maintaining ag¬ 
gressive research effort in HIV 
prevention and treatment, and 
addressing international access is¬ 
sues. AVAC will press for these 
recommendations in the months 
to come. 

“The president and vice-presi¬ 
dent must make the development 
of an HIV vaccine a national pri¬ 
ority,” said report author Garance 
Franke-Ruta,“if we are to prevent 
AIDS from becoming the scourge 
of two centuries.” T

resolved in order to keep the 209- 
person limit in place. 

Power Exchange operator 
Mike Powers said he hoped that 
all remaining bureaucratic hur¬ 
dles would be cleared and the club 
would be able to resume full op¬ 
eration by the end of the year. City 
officials also must resolve incon¬ 
sistencies regarding the fire rating 
of the building - which has varied 
from one inspection report to the 
next - in order to set a permanent 
capacity limit. 

The lower capacity limit was 
instituted at the request of Deputy 
City Attorney Jeanine Marie-Vic- 
toire, after a November 14 inspec¬ 
tion revealed several safety viola¬ 
tions. Prior to the December 5 
hearing, Power Exchange operator 
Mike Powers and building owner 
Jimmy Jen corrected all the major 
outstanding violations. 

Powers and Jen have charged 
that the city has practiced “selec¬ 
tive enforcement” against the gay 
sex club, based on the fact that 
similar establishments that serve a 
primarily heterosexual clientele 
have not been similarly targeted. 


Power Exchange supporters have 
made complaints regarding the 
behavior of De Cossio and Senior 
Building Inspector Rafael Torres- 
Gil, and have indicated that they 
plan to ask the Building Inspec¬ 
tion Commission to investigate 
whether any inappropriate or ille¬ 
gal actions were taken in the 
course of the inspection process. 

Edward Goehring, a member 
of the Coalition for Healthy Sex 
who was present at the December 
20 inspection, stated that— in 
contrast to De Cossio and Tomes- 
Gil— Wong and Lee have con¬ 
ducted themselves in an efficient 
and professional manner. 

The recent inspection followed 
a December 13 meeting called by 
Dean Goodwin, Mayor Willie 
Brown’s liaison to the gay/ les¬ 
bian/ bisexual/ transgender com¬ 
munity. Officials from the Fire 
Department and Department of 
Building Inspection reviewed the 
Power Exchange situation and 
discussed future policy regarding 
inspections of such businesses.

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Burmese abuse of PWAs 
leads to problems at SF Airport

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abuses of activists, sex trade work¬ 
ers, and people with HIV/AIDS. 

The country has very stringent 
anti-gay policies - including ban¬ 
ishment to a penal colony for the 
crime of sodomy between men, 
according to John Newsome, a 
spokesperson for the Internation¬ 
al Lesbian and Gay Human Rights 
Commission. 

Airport spokesman Ron Wil¬ 
son said Airport executives are sat¬ 
isfied the American Mitsubishi 
company is not doing business in 
Burma, even though MHIA is 
linked to the giant Mitsubishi Cor¬ 
poration of Japan and shares the 
same logo, stock, and some mem¬ 
bers of the board of directors. 

“Right. I guess they believe in 
the Easter Bunny, too,” said Su¬ 
pervisor Tom Ammiano. “They 
should be ashamed.” 

He said the Airport Commis¬ 
sion’s recommendation was “es¬ 
pecially appalling” because of the 
mistreatment of people with HIV 
in Burma. 

Ordinance 
unanimously passed 

In April, the San Francisco 
Board of Supervisors unanimous¬ 
ly passed, and Mayor Willie Brown 
signed, a city ordinance forbid¬ 
ding city agencies from doing 
business with companies that sup¬ 
port the Burmese/Myanmar mili¬ 
tary regime because of longstand¬ 
ing human rights abuses. 


Supervisors passed a similar 
ordinance about South Africa in 
the late 1980s— which South 
African President Nelson Man¬ 
dela has publicly cited as a deci¬ 
sive factor in the overthrow of the 
apartheid regime. 

Earlier this year, Motorola 
Corporation, which bid $40 mil¬ 
lion to develop a supplemental 
emergency city communications 
systems for San Francisco, pulled 
out of Burma after pressure from 
human rights groups around the 
nation - but denied that the San 
Francisco contract had anything 
to do with the move. 

Motorola has not yet been 
awarded the city contract for ser¬ 
vices. 

Wilson, however, said that con¬ 
struction contracts are specifically 
exempted from the city’s Myan¬ 
mar ordinance - and also said the 
Airport would be in breach of its 
fiduciary obligations to the city if 
it did not accept the award, be¬ 
cause MHIA was the lowest bidder 
for the project’s first phase, sched¬ 
uled for completion in 2001. 

“We probably have the best 
record of any agency in the city in 
the area of human rights,” Wilson 
said. 

He also cited the Airport’s ex¬ 
tensive contracting with minori¬ 
ty- and woman-owned business. 

“We are a leader in the city and 
are abiding by the rules,” he told 
the B.A.R. ▼

L ocal AIDS, human rights, 
and environmental activists 
are critical of openly gay San 
Francisco Airport executive direc¬ 
tor John Martin for recommend¬ 
ing that the Airport Commission 
award a $137 million contract to 
Mitsubishi Heavy Industries of 
America over the recommenda¬ 
tions of the San Francisco Human 


Rights Commission. 

The HRC has urged the Air¬ 
port not to accept the firm’s bid to 
construct a peoplemover from the 
central terminal complex to a new 
rental car area, because of Mit¬ 
subishi’s business ties with the 
military dictatorship of Burma. 

Activists point out that in 
1992, the Burmese government 
executed more than 25 HIV-posi¬ 
tive Burmese women by cyanide 
injection. The women - former 


prostitutes in the foreign sex trade 
business in Thailand - were 
forcibly repatriated, then killed. 

The country’s human rights 
problems have escalated over the 
last two decades. Since 1990, 
when the ruling party lost the 
election and placed opposition 
party leader and Nobel Laureate 
Aung Kyi under house arrest, 
thousands of political dissidents 
have been arrested, with reports 
of executions, torture, and other

I sraeli President Ezer Weizman 
says the leader will ignore calls 
for his resignation following 
remarks he made against gays, ac¬ 
cording to a spokesperson. 

Meretz Party member Naomi 
Hazan is calling on Weizman to 
step down after he called homo¬ 
sexuality a social aberration that 
requires government legislation. 
Community activists have de¬ 
manded Weizman deliver a pub¬ 
lic apology for the remarks. 

The president told Israeli stu¬ 
dents Friday that he “likes it when 
a man wants to be a man,” and said 
he views homosexuals “in a nega¬ 
tive light, and the way to deal with 
them must be determined by law.” 

Arieh Schumer, head of the 
president’s office, tells Israel Radio 
the resignation issue “is not seri¬ 
ous,” and says the president had 
agreed to meet with representa¬ 
tives of Israel’s gay and lesbian 
community to allay hostilities 
sparked by his comments. 

According to Menahem Shizaf, 


a former high school counselor, 
the president should not discount 
what affect his remarks can have. 
Shizaf tells Israel Radio that one- 
third of Israeli teenagers who com¬ 
mit suicide do so because of con¬ 
fusion with their sexual identity. 

The chairman of the parlia¬ 
mentary Foreign Affairs and De¬ 
fense Committee has backed 
Weizman in the incident, telling 
the Ma’ariv newspaper, “Hats off 
to Weizman_He says what oth¬ 

ers are thinking but dare not say.” 

Meanwhile, in America, Sena¬ 
tor Jesse Helms, chair of the Sen¬ 
ate Foreign Relations Committee, 
and Benjamin Gilman, chair of 
the House International Relations 
Committee, have written a letter 
to Israeli Prime Minister Binya- 
min Netanyahu to make clear they 
do not agree with President Clin¬ 
ton’s new strategy of criticizing Is¬ 
rael for a breakdown in the Mid¬ 
dle East peace process. 

They say, “there are voices who 
insist it is incumbent upon the 
State of Israel to make all the sac¬ 
rifices for peace. Do not count us 
among such people.” ▼ 
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Saudi lashing for gay ‘behavior’ 
shocks Bay Area Asians, gays 
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by Rene M. Astudillo 


M embers of the Filipino gay 
and lesbian community in 
the Bay Area reacted 
sharply at the news that twenty- 
four Filipinos living in Saudi Ara¬ 
bia have been sentenced to receive 
200 lashes after being caught en¬ 
gaging in “homosexual behavior.” 
They have received 50 lashes thus 
far, and will get the rest in three 
more sessions. 

Filipinas Magazine , a Filipino- 
American publication distributed 
in the U.S., reported that Saudi 
authorities arrested the Filipinos 
for homosexual behavior, a catch¬ 
all plirase that includes cross¬ 
dressing and wearing make-up. 
None of the workers were caught 
actually engaging in sexual inter¬ 
course, which would have elicited 
a stronger punishment. 

Thousands of Filipinos are liv¬ 
ing in Saudi Arabia as overseas 
contract workers. Homosexual be¬ 
havior is banned in Saudi Arabia, 
which follows strict Islamic laws. 

Manny Dacalanio coordinates 
a weekly social group, Tambayan, 
for Filipino gay and bisexual men 
in San Francisco. He says that al¬ 


though people need to be sensi¬ 
tive to and respect the culture and 
religion of countries other than 
their own, he thinks that the pun¬ 
ishment for the 24 Filipinos is too 
cruel. “What more if they were 
caught engaging in sexual inter¬ 
course? They could potentially be 
put to death!” 

Luella Penserga of Oakland, 
coordinator of a women’s health 
program at the Asian & Pacific Is¬ 
lander American Health Forum 
in San Francisco, recalls the out¬ 
rage a few years ago over an 
American teenager’s sentencing 
of caning for a misdemeanor 
committed in Singapore. “Here 
we are talking about 24 individu¬ 
als and 200 lashes,” Penserga said. 
Like many Filipino gays and les¬ 
bians in the Bay Area, Penserga is 
eager to know what the Philip¬ 
pine government or its embassy 
in Saudi Arabia has done to in¬ 
tervene on behalf of these over¬ 
seas workers. 

Epee Rafanan, director of the 
Trilingual AIDS Hotline of the 
San Francisco AIDS Foundation, 
wonders if the same kind of pun¬ 
ishment would be given if it were 
Saudi citizens who had violated 
the laws on homosexuality. At the 


same time, Rafanan thinks that 
the Philippine government 
should conduct an appropriate 
information campaign among 
Filipinos leaving for contract 
work in Saudi Arabia so they do 
not inadvertently violate laws they 
are not even aware of. 

Many others interviewed by 
the B.A.R. believe that regardless 
of specific laws that are in place in 
Saudi Arabia, the kind of harsh 
punishment given to the 24 Fil¬ 
ipinos is a human rights issue that 
the universal gay and lesbian 
community should protest and 
always be vigilant about. ▼ 
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UP/SF who dumped pungent 14- 
week old kitty litter on San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation Di¬ 
rector Pat Christen said he was 
“unrepentant” about the assault. 
Ronnie Burk, who disrupted a 
SFAF-sponsored voter’s forum 
with several other AIDS activists 
October 17, was cited on assault 
charges. Christen said the agency 
would press charges against Burk 
for the “unacceptable violence.” 

The athletic field at Eureka Val¬ 
ley Recreation Center was renamed 
the Rikki Streicher Athletic 
Field in honor of the late Rikki 
Streicher, a longtime lesbian com¬ 
munity leader and businesswoman 
who died of cancer in 1994. 

Mario Mondelli testified in 
open court about the bizarre 1994 
camping ax attack against him by 
Dr. Dean Freeman, who was then 
a psychiatrist at San Francisco 
General Hospital. Freeman was 
charged with attempted murder 
for stabbing Mondelli more than 
20 times. Mondelli testified Free¬ 
man, in his capacity as Mondelli’s 
psychiatrist, had initiated a sexual 
relationship, prescribed and 
shared amphetamine-like drugs 
with the actor, and then tried to 
kill him over concerns that his 
criminal activity would be ex¬ 
posed. Freeman was ordered to 
stand trial on the charges. 

Vandals defaced pho¬ 
tographs on display at City Hall 
taken by Michael Johnstone, a gay 
artist with AIDS, as part of a se¬ 
ries of his partner in drag. 

The Board of Supervisors 
passed a landmark measure re¬ 



quiring city contractors to pro¬ 
vide their workers domestic 
partners benefits as a require¬ 
ment of doing business with San 
Francisco. 

November 

Incumbent President Bill 
Clinton became the first Democ¬ 
ratic president since Franklin 
Roosevelt to be reelected to the 
White House on November 5. 
Clinton took 379 electoral votes 
to Republican nominee Bob 
Dole’s 150. 

Plans to tape The Wheel of For¬ 
tune at San Francisco’s Palace of 
Fine Arts came under fire because 
of show host Pat Sajak’s connec¬ 
tions to the right-wing Claremont 
Institute. 

Right-wing Republican Con¬ 
gressman Robert Dornan was 

defeated for election by conserva¬ 
tive Democrat Loretta Sanchez, 
ending his 20-year career. Anti¬ 
gay Dornan was best known for 
blasting liberals and gays before 
the House television cameras. 

Two gay bashers received a 
year in County Jail from Judge 
Julie Teng for their 1995 attack on 
a gay man. A third man failed to 
show at trial and was the subject 
of a bench warrant. Teng sus¬ 
pended the sentences to five and 
six months, ordered an apology 
printed in the gay press to the vic¬ 
tim and the gay community, and 
then - over prosecutor’s objec¬ 
tions - gave the convicted crimi¬ 
nals a week to get their affairs in 
order. Only one of the men 
showed up to serve the misde¬ 
meanor sentence, and a warrant 
was issued for Jonathan Bell, 22. 

Lonny Dean Lewis, the gay 
San Francisco man wanted on a 


warrant related to a 213-count in¬ 
dictment for posing as a psychia¬ 
trist and duping scores of pa¬ 
tients, was apprehended in Mon¬ 
treal, Quebec, Canada, where he 
faced deportation on the charges. 

An African-American man 
with AIDS-related dementia was 
found dead on Cesar Chavez Blvd. 
near Highway 101 after walking 
out of San Francisco General 
Hospital. Clifford Trusty, 41, 
had apparently been struck by a 
hit-and-run driver. 

John Manzon-Santos was 
named the head of the merged 
Living Well/Asian AIDS Project. 

December 

World AIDS Day was marked 
by a variety of services, political 
actions and other forms of com¬ 
memoration around the globe. 

State Assemblywoman Sheila 
Kuehl made history on Decem¬ 
ber 2 when she was named speak¬ 
er pro tern by newly-elected As¬ 
sembly Speaker Cruz Bustamante, 
D-Fresno, becoming both the first 
woman and the first openly gay 
person to serve in the number- 
two leadership post. 

Gay activists around the coun¬ 
try celebrated a Hawaii court’s 
December 3 decision that cleared 
the way for same-sex marriage 
in that state. Fifth Circuit Judge 
Kevin Change ruled that the state 
failed to show a compelling rea¬ 
son why gays and lesbian could 
not marry. Chang blocked gay 
marriages pending appeal of his 
ruling. 

San Francisco AIDS Founda¬ 
tion Director Pat Christen was 
named as one of several possible 
appointments to the post of Clin¬ 
ton Administration “AIDS Czar,” 


following the resignation of Patsy 
Fleming from the post. African- 
American activist Phil Willson, 
co-founder of the National Black 
Lesbian and Gay Leadership 
Forum, was also in the running 
for the post, as was District of Co¬ 
lumbia Whitman-Walker Clinic 
head Michael Isbell. 

Stop AIDS Project began dis¬ 
tribution of 1,000 Reality inter¬ 
nal condoms as part of a survey 
about how men feel about the use 
of the device for anal intercourse. 

Berkeley gay man Kriss Wor¬ 
thington won a seat on the 
Berkeley City Council. 

The San Francisco Police 
Commission approved a 
$150,000 tentative settlement of 
claims stemming from the police 
raid of the New Year’s 1995 pri¬ 
vate South of Market AIDS 
fundraiser. In addition to the cash 
award, the settlement also re¬ 
quires reforms in police training 
and oversight, according to the 
plaintiff’s attorney Nancy 
Clarence. 

A recent policy change by the 
San Francisco Bay Area Boy 
Scout Council to allow gay youth 
as members - and gay adults as 
leaders - as long as they don’t “en¬ 
gage in homosexual conduct or 
advocacy” was criticized by gay 
activists as a Boy Scout ploy to re¬ 
ceive United Way funds. The 
group had been barred from such 
grants because of its “no gays al¬ 
lowed” policies. Supervisor Tom 
Ammiano and others criticized 
the council for enacting a Boy 
Scout version of anti-gay “Don’t 
Ask, Don’t Tell” military policies 

A 40-page “AIDS Strategy” 
released by the White House Of¬ 
fice of AIDS Policy was widely 


criticized by AIDS experts and ac¬ 
tivists as a meaningless bureau¬ 
cratic policy report on AIDS. 

A savage anti-gay beating and 
pit bull attack on two gay men 
at Church and Market could cost 
three assailants ten years each in 
prison if convicted on the charges. 
The men allegedly knocked down 
a parked motorcycle, threatened 
its gay owner, and then picked out 
a gay man in a gathering crowd, 
whom they attacked, beat without 
mercy, and forced the dog to at¬ 
tack. When the motorcycle’s 
owner intervened, he was severely 
bitten by the animal. The defen¬ 
dants remained in jail on 
$100,000 and $150,000 bail. The 
pit bull was impounded. 

A restraining order was issued 
banning two ACT UP/SF activists 
from entering SF AIDS Founda¬ 
tion offices or events, and order¬ 
ing them to remain 150 feet away 
from AIDS Foundation staffers at 
public events. The orders were is¬ 
sued after escalating incidents in¬ 
volving activists Michael Belle- 
fountaine and Ronnie Burk. 

The uniformed but off-duty 
Muni bus driver who was 
charged in July with viciously at¬ 
tacking a gay passenger was re¬ 
moved from driving a bus and 
given a desk job after the B.A.R. 
learned that Wardy Joubert was 
still driving buses despite the 
felony charges lodged against him. 

San Francisco Assembly¬ 
woman Carole Migden was 
named as head of the powerful 
Assembly Appropriations Com¬ 
mittee by Assembly Speaker Cruz 
Bustamante. The appointment 
made Migden the second most 
powerful person in the California 
Assembly. T

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T he experience of watching 
Evita is a little bit like being 
run over by a freight train. 
Andrew Lloyd Webber’s orig¬ 
inal score has been tweaked, 
amplified, and Dolbied into the stratosphere, 
and the resulting film makes its mark by sheer 
force of personality— a phenomenon that is 
strangely appropriate, given the subject matter 
and the presence of Madonna in the title role. 
Evita isn’t a great motion picture, but it won’t be 
ignored either. 

Evita, the movie, springs from the 1978 An¬ 
drew Lloyd Webber/Tim Rice Broadway musical 
of the same name. It is part of the early Webber 
musical oeuvre that includes relatively forget¬ 
table works like Joseph and the Amazing Techni¬ 
color Dreamcoat and Starlight Express (which 


starred actors on roller skates pretending to be 
boxcars). The primary characteristic of these 
early Webber musicals was bombast — sort of 
Sondheim with a sledgehammer. Like Sond¬ 
heim, Webber replaces traditional dialogue with 
recitative; every word that comes from the char¬ 
acters’ mouths is sung, not spoken. In bringing 
Evita to the screen, director Alan Parker wisely 
retains this operatic convention. With Evita's 
prerecorded soundtrack, Madonna ends up 
lip-synching everything, just as she has done 
successfully in her MTV videos of the last 
decade. Perhaps more than anything else, this 
crucial decision results in Madonna’s qualified 
success in the title role. She has never proven 
herself reliable at delivering convincing spoken 
dialogue, but this is not required in Evita.

I t must have finally dawned on 
Mel Gibson that there’s 
money to be made in them 
thar filthy homosexuals.

create a character who was “trans¬ 
fixed by the desert.” The combina¬ 
tion of Fiennes’ dark-eyed beauty 
and the omnipotent silence of the 
desert certainly does prove be¬ 
witching. However, a recent New 
York Times piece suggests that the 
real Count Almasy wasn’t so much 
complicated as he was amoral, if 
not downright treacherous. In ad¬ 
dition to doing espionage for the 
Germans during World War II, 
Almasy, who was born in east¬ 
ern Austria but educated in 
England, spied for the Sovi¬ 
et Union, was a con¬ 
firmed “monarchist 
who wanted to see the 
return of the Haps- 
burgs to the throne,” 
offered his services 
to Axis-power Italy, 
and plotted to build 
a museum in Egypt 
that would act as a cover for Ger¬ 
man spies. Not a pretty picture, 
this. 

Ondaatje’s biggest departure 
from the truth, however, was in 
making Almasy a heterosexual. 
According to the Times, Almasy 
was a homosexual who during 
World War II wrote “80 passion¬ 
ate letters to a young German 
Army officer” he was desperate¬ 
ly trying to save from the Russian 
front. Truth isn’t so much stranger 
than fiction as it is sometimes 
merely depressing. 

Fagonics

Pasteurized Milk 

Anyone who still pines for a 
recording of that driveious Har¬ 
vey Milk opera should pick up the 
cast album of a musical called The 
Harvey Milk Show, produced by 
the Atlanta-based Actor’s Express 
during last year’s Olympics.

Any one song from The Harvey 
Milk Show illuminates more 
about Milk’s political genius, 
style, and heart than the whole 
damn SFO production. Get it. 
Multi-storied theater know-it-all 
Honoria von Holstein hasn’t 
been so excited about anything 
since the internal condom. 

Ice princess melts 

A recent article in the New York 
Times suggested that films about 
lesbians have become such a rou¬ 
tine part of the film landscape 
that audiences are no longer 
stunned to death by the sight of 
two women making out and now 
want to see them in ever more ex¬ 
citing situations. 

Though she is not a lesbian, 
Catherine Deneuve is certainly 
doing her part to keep the salt and 
pepper in her lesbionic turns. 
Anybody who loved her in 1983’s 
The Hunger, in which she made 
out with Susan Sarandon, won’t 
want to miss her next film, Les 
Voleurs, in which France’s “ice 
princess” plays a whiskey-drink¬ 
ing grandmother in love with a 
much younger woman. The film 
reportedly features a delicious 
shower scene that rivals in steami¬ 
ness anything Deneuve has com¬ 
mitted to film in recent decades. 
Reviews from abroad suggest the 
French film, which co-stars 
Daniel Auteil (who, naturally, 
steals away the object of 
Deneuve’s affections) is rather 
leaden, but really heats up when 
Deneuve comes onscreen. No 
news there. The film, directed by 
Wild Reed’s Andre Techine, 
opens here January 17 with the 
English title, The Thieves. 

Tearoom tome 

Recently we rejoiced in print 
over the publication of The Psy- 
chotronic Video Guide, Michael J. 
Weldon’S long-awaited update to 
his encyclopedia of B movies. 
Well, we think the next candidate 
for updating is the fantabulous 
Tearoom Trade, the 1970 sociolo¬ 
gy dissertation by one Laud 
Humphreys, an Episcopal minis¬ 
ter who went well beyond the re¬ 
searcher’s call of duty to find out 
just what homos do behind closed 
stalls. Humphreys became a look¬ 
out (for police or guys into the ac¬ 
tion), and thus was able to ob¬ 
serve the intricacies of restroom 
etiquette. 

For his trouble, the minister — 
who dedicates the book to his in¬ 
dulgent wife and children — was 
arrested once and was accused of 
producing an “operations manual 
for tearoom queens” (truth be 
told, his findings remain timely).

Slim pickings 

Few signs of intelligent life at the movies

ineteen-ninety-six at the 
movies will be remem¬ 
bered, if at all, for a hand¬ 
ful of cinematic ripples in a 
much-too-calm sea of mediocrity. 
The previously unknown Scottish 
cinema made a few inroads with 
Trainspotting and Small Faces. Is¬ 
mail Merchant deserted James 
Ivory to make The Proprietor , a 
film even they probably couldn’t 
sit through, and ’60s television 
stopped yielding its dubious trea¬ 
sures; this year filmmakers looked 
farther back for inspiration, to art 
house classics like Diabolique, and 
farther still with resurrections of 
the overcivilized world of Jane 
Austen (Emma). Another back¬ 
ward-glancing film, The Island of 
Dr. Moreau, managed to sink the 
career of a once-revered director 
(John Frankenheimer) while lift¬ 
ing a fat, fussy, feminine Marlon 
Brando into the stratosphere of 
camp. Hong Kong action masters 
John Woo and Ringo Lam were 
sucked in and spit out by the 
wheezing Hollywood dream ma¬ 
chine with, respectively, Broken 
Arrow and Maximum Risk (which 
might have been subtitled Mini¬ 
mum Yield). 

The most welcome — or re¬ 
viled, depending on your point of 
view — trend was signaled by In¬ 
dependence Day. This special-ef- 
fects-driven film showed decisive¬ 
ly that the Day of the Movie Star 
is nearing an-end. Average-Joe 
characters like Bill Pullman’s are 
proving quite sufficient in provid¬ 
ing a reassuring backdrop for in¬ 
creasingly over-the-top effects, 
and eventually the U.S. will follow 
recent trends in Japan by fabricat¬ 


ing computer superstars and dis¬ 
pensing entirely with the bloated 
egos and salaries of the flesh-and- 
blood versions. Even a star-driven 
special effects movie like Space 
Jam, with Michael Jordan, is less 
about cinema than about mer¬ 
chandising and the commodifica¬ 
tion of its star. 

Still, there were a few signs of 
intelligent life at the movies in 
1996, with a few brave souls con¬ 
tinuing to turn out sometimes 
breathtaking human stories. I 
managed to find ten of these, 
ranked here alphabetically. Crite¬ 
ria, as always, are emotional truth 
and aesthetic durability — does 
the film reward repeated viewing? 
These will. 

Bastard Out of Carolina 

Yes, I know it’s a TV movie, but 
this one should be released in the¬ 
atres. (A pox on Ted Turner for al¬ 


most suppressing it entirely.) An¬ 
gelica Huston translates Dorothy 
Allison’s autobiographical mem¬ 
oir into a wrenching exploration 
of child abuse. 

Breaking the Waves 

Lars von Trier gives a definitive 
portrait of the cost religion exacts 
on its more wayward victims, in 
this case the beautiful, damned 
Bess (Emily Watson). Using hand¬ 
held cameras and razor-sharp 
editing, Von Trier exploits the 
rugged beauty of Scotland’s 
Northern coast with enormous 
skill. 

The Funeral 

Abel Ferrara’s films aren’t to 
everyone’s taste, but this is a 
must-see for perhaps the best 
male performance of the year — 
Chris Penn as an unbalanced 
speak-easy operator in the ’30s. 
Penn manages to make his char¬ 
acter both repugnant and sympa¬ 
thetic during a crazed sermon on 
hell and damnation while screw¬ 
ing an underage girl. 

The Garden of the Finzi-Continis 

Yes, this is a revival that by all 
rights shouldn’t be on a 1996 top 
ten list. But there is no reason not 
to celebrate this gorgeous 1971 
film. It’s autumnal in two senses 
— it was one of the last films by 
the great Vittorio de Sica; and it’s 
a subtly dazzling look at a sacred 
space of innocence and affluence 
before the Fascists overtook Italy. 

Paradise Lost 

This outstanding documentary 
shows that the same kind of reli¬ 
gious hysteria that drove the 
Salem witch trials in the 17-centu- 
ry is alive and well in the backwa¬ 
ters of the U.S., in this case West 
Memphis, Arkansas. The film is 
grueling to watch, not only be¬ 
cause of the graphic evidence of 
the deaths of the three little boys 
but because it shows how per¬ 
ilously close we are to barbarism 
in convicting a group of young 
men who look and act “different” 
from the mainstream. 

Secrets and Lies 

Families — often working- 
class — are director Mike Leigh’s 
subject, and no one observes 
them more keenly. His characters, 
created out of a densely detailed 
improvisation, alternately attack 
each other and recede in a sizzling 
emotional spiral, somehow at¬ 
taining a kind of bruised nobility 
in the process. There is no better 
actress working today than Bren- 
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Flesh and blood 

Local theater was compassionate , 
funny , crude, and shrewd in 1996

T he year 1996 in theater was 
marked less by spectacles 
and mega-hits than it was by 
solid work and intriguing surpris¬ 
es. Looking back over the year, 
three names come immediately to 
mind as having made a significant 
mark on local theater: John Fish¬ 
er, Danny Scheie, and Sean San 
Jose Blackman. 

John Fisher is the award-win¬ 
ning gay playwright, actor and di¬ 
rector whose Medea, the Musi¬ 
cal found a home for campy, en¬ 
ergetic gay theater in the heart of 
San Francisco’s theater district. 
Medea will conclude its nine- 
month run on January 5, at which 
time Fisher and his troupe of ac¬ 
tors, who call themselves Sassy- 
mouth, will go into rehearsals to 
prepare for an appearance at the 
HBO-sponsored Aspen Comedy 
Festival in late March and early 
February. Even with a hit on his 
hands that he wrote, directed, and 
starred in, Fisher did not remain 
idle. He premiered the ambitious 
three-hour Combat! An Ameri¬ 
can Melodrama on the U.C. 
Berkeley campus early in March 
and the one-hour U.C., A Farce 
earlier this month. Both plays dis¬ 
played Fisher’s considerable writ¬ 
ing and directing skills, not to 
mention his charming abilities as 
an actor. The historical scope and 
canny direction of Combat!, 
which details the lives of enlisted 
gay men and lesbians during 
World War II, are this year’s great¬ 
est indicators that great things are 
still to come out of Bay Area the¬ 
ater. 

Danny Scheie is a man of 
many talents, and in 1996 he was 
given the opportunity to display 
most of them. This openly gay di¬ 
rector put his distinctive mark on 
William Inge’s ’50s pulp drama 
Picnic for Marin Theatre Com¬ 
pany, then took to the boards 
himself last summer to perform 
in the San Francisco Shakespeare 
Festival’s outdoor production of 
Love’s Labours Lost. As a peppy 
and flirtatious Ferdinand, King of 
Navarre, Scheie was by far the 
most interesting, vibrant actor on 
the stage — even though he was 
playing it “straight.” Scheie’s next 
acting stint came in the Magic 
Theatre’s Pieces of the Quilt, in 
which he played the ghost of a 
man who has recently died of 
AIDS. With comic flair and an 
underlying poignancy, Scheie was 
a standout in the Quilt ensemble. 

Scheie is currently in re¬ 
hearsals for next month’s Theatre 
Rhinoceros production of The 
Stand-In, by gay writer Keith 
Curran. But even with a busy re¬ 
hearsal schedule, Scheie still 
found time to take part in John 
Karr and F. Allen Sawyer’s 100th 
birthday tribute to Ira Gershwin, 
entitled Of He We Sing. Scheie 
stole the show as the ringmaster 
in the circus scene from Gershwin 
and Kurt Weill’s Lady in the 
Dark. In a role originated by 
Danny Kaye, Scheie performed 
the tongue-twisting comedy 
number “Tchaikovsky” without 
flubbing a syllable or muffing a 
line. Danny Scheie is unique in 
Bay Area theater: he’s a one-man 
band who moves easily from the 
gay circuit to the mainstream 
without missing a beat. Long may 
he play. 


Actor, educator, Svengali 

Sean San Jose Blackman, one 
of the busiest and most com¬ 
pelling young actors working in 
the Bay Area today, displayed the¬ 
ater at its compassionate, riskiest 
best in two ways this year. First, in 
the Magic Theatre production of 
Octavio Solis’s Prospect, he 
played a naive young man named 
Scout who performs a startling 
act of compassion on stage when 
he alleviates the excruciating pain 
of terminally ill Elena (played by 
Monica Sanchez) by performing 
oral sex with her, thereby trans¬ 
forming her debilitating pain into 
a final state of ecstasy. As the scene 
played out, the audience was alive 
with dread and anticipation. You 
could sense people holding their 
breath and wondering whether to 
be shocked, offended, or instilled 
with the wonder of the characters’ 
respective compassion and re¬ 


lease. This was the most memo¬ 
rable moment of theater in 1996. 

But Blackman’s strong pres¬ 
ence this year reached beyond his 
activity on the stage. With Pieces 
of the Quilt, a project Blackman 
created with Magic Theatre Artis¬ 
tic Director Marne Hunt and his 
own Alma Delfina Group, the 
actor found a way to honor his 
mother and father — both of 
whom died of AIDS — and edu¬ 
cate theater audiences young and 
old about AIDS. Blackman was 
able to persuade 18 of this coun¬ 
try’s best playwrights, from Tony 
Kushner and Edward Albee to 
Maria Irene Fornes and Erin Cres- 
sida Wilson, to donate one-act 
plays specifically about AIDS to be 
performed together and separate¬ 
ly anywhere people come togeth¬ 
er, be it in a school gymnasium or 
a theater like the Magic, where 
seven of the plays received a full 
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Steven Rhyne, Michael Gaffney, and Ted Bales in David Dillon's Party .

Evita

The film opens with Eva 
Peron’s death at the age of 33. In a 
quick flashback to the Argentine 
countryside, we see the young, il¬ 
legitimate Eva Duarte crashing 
her father’s funeral, over the ob¬ 
jections of his legitimate family. A 
few songs later, the teenage Eva 
(Madonna) is sleeping her way to 
Buenos Aires on the arm of a 
tango singer. Once there, she 
climbs the bedroom ladder of 
success, from one gentleman to 
another, acquiring employment as 
a model, actress, and radio per¬ 
sonality along the way. Eventually 
she lands in the arms of General 
Juan Peron (Jonathan Pryce) and 
ends up as the First Lady of Ar¬ 
gentina. As patron saint of the 
“descamisados” (the shirtless 
workers of the lower classes), Eva 
is despised by the wealthy estab¬ 
lishment of Argentina. Just as she 
is about to be placed on the ballot 
as Peron’s vice president, Eva is di¬ 
agnosed with terminal cancer. 

In the film, as in the play, Eva’s 
story is told by Che (Antonio 
Banderas), a sardonic, Brechtian 
narrator inspired by the Latino 
revolutionary Che Guevara. Che’s 
observations illuminate Eva’s 
struggle while simultaneously 
questioning her motivations and 
success. This technique serves the 
story well, both dramatically and 
musically, providing an opportu¬ 
nity for point/counterpoint com¬ 
mentary as well as some interest¬ 
ing duets. 

As written, Che’s role is limited 
to basic recitative with no big 
numbers or singular musical mo¬ 
ments. The unexpected miracle of 
Evita is the fact that Antonio Ban¬ 
deras is pitch-perfect as Che. In 
his previous appearances in Eng¬ 
lish-language films, Banderas has 
been highly decorative but fre¬ 
quently unintelligible. In Evita, he 
steals the film. Banderas has good 
diction, good looks, a good voice, 
and he demonstrates the thor¬ 
oughly convincing political pas¬ 
sion essential to making the fic¬ 
tional Che come alive. Banderas 
brings the kind of incendiary 
quality to this role that makes 
everyone else seem disconnected. 

Madonna just short 
of the mark 

Struggling for big screen suc¬ 
cess after a series of disasters, 
Madonna gives this role her best, 
but she is not a natural soprano. 
She delivers a straightforward 
rendition of “Don’t Cry for Me 
Argentina” and has even better 
success with “What’s New, Buenos 
Aires” and the newly-created 
Webber/Rice ballad, “You Must 
Love Me.” But it is clear that she is 
working at the upper limits of her 
vocal range. Madonna shares 
more than a few character traits 
with Eva Peron, and whenever the 
script calls for cunning determi¬ 
nation, Madonna delivers. But 
Eva’s passion should parallel and 
amplify the passion of Che so that 
one feeds off the other, making 
Eva’s climb and her early demise 
even more poignant. In this re¬ 
spect, Madonna falls short of the 
dramatic requirements. 

She communicates Eva’s iron 
will and convincingly portrays the 
character’s sorrow just before her 
death, but Madonna never em¬ 
bodies the passion Eva Peron felt 
for her country, her husband, or 
her descamisados. Madonna 
brings the right intentions to the 
part, but not the requisite depth. 
As a result, a film that could be an 
emotional gut-wrencher never re¬ 
ally engages the emotions at all. 

In the thankless role of Peron, 
Jonathan Pryce acquits himself 
admirably. Essentially, in both the

stage and film versions of Evita, 
Peron functions as little more 
than a place-holder for his wife. 
Pryce at least brings some hu¬ 
manity to the role. 

One of the things that will put 
Evita over the top at the box office 
is Brian Morris’ incredible pro¬ 
duction design and Darius 
Khondji’s exceptional photogra¬ 
phy. Evita is a visually stunning 
film, with thousands of extras and 
exceptional production values. In 
this sense, it is a throwback to 
films from a different era. Penny 
Rose provides so many costume 
changes for Madonna that her 
wardrobe almost undercuts the 
story. When Eva, as First Lady, is 
being groomed for her “Rainbow 
Tour,” she exalts in her new sarto¬ 
rial splendor, instructing under¬ 
lings to “Christian Dior me.” But 
at this point in the film, the new 
gowns and furs represent no 
change whatsoever; Madonna has 
been impeccably turned out from 
the beginning. This is a curious 
moment, one that not only con¬ 
tradicts the narrative, but robs the 
leading lady of a potentially dra¬ 
matic transition. 

With only a few such missteps, 
director Alan Parker brings Evita 
to the screen with remarkable 
success. At one point, he has a 
male chorus singing in the show¬ 
er; the men are shown standing 
under running water, lathering up 
while wearing towels around their 
waists. The wisdom of this unnat¬ 
ural choice seems questionable. 
And when it comes to quiet mo¬ 
ments, Parker adopts a scorched 
earth policy. The first moment of 
silence in this high-decibel musi¬ 
cal onslaught comes two-thirds of 
the way through, in the middle of 
“Don’t Cry for me Argentina.” 
Unless he was setting up Madon¬ 
na for her Big Moment, Parker 
would have been better advised to 
provide the audience with a few 
more subtle interludes. In this re¬ 
spect, however, he may have been 
hamstrung by Andrew Lloyd 
Webber’s score. Generally speak¬ 
ing, Parker retains most of the 
original play while opening it up 
to take advantage of the film 
medium, and he gets better per¬ 
formances from both Madonna 
and Antonio Banderas than any¬ 
one had reason to expect. 

In preparing to attend a 
screening of Evita, those cineastes 
under the care of a local physician 
may be well advised to insulate 
themselves with a little medicinal 
marijuana. Any head-on collision 
with a freight train will be greatly 
improved by the administration 
of anaesthesia. ▼

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production last October. Just as 
Blackman’s work on stage will no 
doubt flourish in the coming 
years, his Pieces of the Quilt 
project will continue to have a 
profound impact on all who ex¬ 
perience it. 

Fleshtacles 

The 1996 theatrical year also 
saw its fair share of what some of 
us call “naked plays.” In what can 
best be described as a cross be¬ 
tween sexual pride and shrewd 
marketing, an evening of gay the¬ 
ater often meant an evening of 
ample tits and ass, and just about 
everything else, too. The leader of 
the pack in “naked plays” is the lit¬ 
tle New Conservatory Theatre. 
Their “Gay Pride Season” began 
with the horrendous Two Boys 
In Bed On a Cold Winter’s 
Night, which was little more than 
a few tired lines of dialogue 
strung together to connect the 
nude scenes, and their recent 
shows, Fortune and Men’s 
Eyes and Vanities, continue the 
tradition, which apparently is so 
predictable now it has caused au¬ 
diences to dub the theater the 
“Nude Conservatory.” 

The New York and Chicago hit 
Party hit our fair city with a 
vengeance in June and had a re¬ 
spectable run (it closes in early 
January). As a prolonged 
striptease with campy jokes, 
Party was entertaining, but hard¬ 
ly serious (or skillful) play writ¬ 
ing. Ronnie Larsen’s Making

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da Blethyn. 

Shine 

Like Secrets and Lies, this one 
has a complex parent-child rela¬ 
tionship at its center, in this case a 
musical prodigy and his alternate¬ 
ly abusive and loving father. Based 
on the real-life story of classical 
pianist David Helfgott, Scott 
Hick’s film explores the grim dy¬ 
namics of the family and the cost 
of genius. Geoffrey Rush excels as 
the sweet-natured, babbling 
human wreck, David. 

Vertigo 

Another revival that could 
hardly go unnoticed is Alfred 
Hitchcock’s puzzling, and in some 
ways definitive, portrait of sexual 
obsession. Hitch complained 
about having to use Kim Novak, 
but a more “believable” actress 
might have been out of place in 
this unique, lurid, wantonly arti¬ 
ficial dreamscape. 

Vive L’Amour 

Some viewers found this film 
difficult, and certainly sometimes 
the agonizingly slow pacing was 
challenging. But director Tsai 
Ming-liang explores the modern 
industrial wasteland of Taipei 
with a skill that recalls early Anto¬ 
nioni. Who would have dreamed 
a director could wring so much 
existential comedy from the 
image of a woman vainly chasing 
a fly through an empty room? 

Welcome to the Dollhouse 

Todd Solondz’s wonderfully 
witty take on growing up absurd 
in post-mall America was surpris¬ 
ingly successful for an indepen¬ 
dent film made on a shoe-string. 
Among the many satirical gems 
here is the heroine’s little sister, 
who doesn’t mind being kid¬ 
napped by the local pervert be¬ 
cause “she had her own TV and all 
the McDonald’s she could eat.” T 


Porn was a little more ambitious, 
but just as nude. With real-life gay 
porn star Rex Chandler in the lead 
role, Porn was just another excuse 
to see actors in the buff. Prior to 
this surge of naked plays, one had 
to travel to the Campus Theatre 
or Nob Hill for such spectacle. 

Theatre Rhino got its nudie 
licks in with a charming bit of 
fluff about San Francisco hustlers 
called Out Calls Only, but the 
naked play award of 1996 really 
goes to Berkeley Repertory The¬ 
atre’s production of Terrence Mc¬ 
Nally’s Love! Valour! Compas¬ 
sion! Though not a masterpiece, 
McNally’s play about gay men 
kvetching in a country house over 
a series of holiday weekends uti¬ 
lized male nudity in a way that 
was more dramatically convinc¬ 
ing — and sexy — than many of 
the aforementioned works. 

Theatre Rhino had a strong 
season with Keith Curran’s trans¬ 
gender drama Walking the 
Dead, which may not have hit all 
the right marks but was at least 
bold and well-acted. Rhino hit it 
big in the fall with Guillermo 
Reyes’ romantic comedy about 
race and gender, Deporting the 
Divas: Postcards from the Bor¬ 
der. The Asian American Theater 
Company also made its presence 


known with a striking production 
of gay playwright Chay Yew’s A 
Language of Their Own, and 
the Creatus theater group made a 
strong debut with an excellent re¬ 
vival of The Boys In the Band. 

Solo shows continued to be a 
creative outlet for gay and lesbian 
performers. Tim Miller’s Fruit 
Cocktail at Josie’s Cabaret was 
the year’s freshest, most scintillat¬ 
ing solo show, while gay New 
Yorker James Lecesne brought his 
astonishingWord of Mouth back 
to town after making a big splash 
with it in the 1995 Solo Mio Fes¬ 
tival. This year’s Fringe Festival 
offered up one of the year’s best 
surprises in Character! or 
Working for the Mouse by 
Trevor Allen, in which Allen de¬ 
tails his employment as the cos¬ 
tumed Pluto in Disneyland. With 
the aid of an acerbic wit, Allen 
created a hilarious world of fascist 
employers and insane tourists 
that amused Disney fans and foes 
alike. 

Though no theater company 
created the hit heard ’round the 
world this year, 1996 was an espe¬ 
cially solid year in Bay Area the¬ 
ater nonetheless. In these rocky 
economic and artistic times, that’s 
saying a lot. Happy New Year and 
hope to see you at the theater. T

Tepid tunes 

Music less than the sum of its parts in '96

Sleater-Kinney— 

Call The Doctor (Chainsaw) 

The only dyke band that seem¬ 
ingly all rock critics find worthy of 
mention in year-end top ten lists. 


A nother year, another top 
ten list. To be honest, I was 
wary about putting this list 
together. Looking back on the 
year in music, I realized that for 
me, no single album really stood 
out. Yes, there were bands that 
generated decent material, but the 
lack of anything truly superior 
made me less than enthusiastic. 

Now, I realize that as a queer 
music critic, I’m supposed to go 
ga-ga over bands, like, say, 
Imperial Teen, whose singer-gui¬ 
tarist Roddy Bottum is gay. Yet, 
while I found their debut album, 
Seasick, a pleasant slice of alterna- 
pop, their live performances have 
been no less boring than those the 
band gave two years ago when 
they called themselves Star 69. 

And while 1996 was an impor¬ 
tant year for dyke-ified rock, with 
San Francisco’s Tribe 8 and Stone 
Fox and Portland’s Team Dresch 
all releasing serviceable sopho¬ 
more efforts, not one of these 
groups has gone beyond the 
benchmarks set by their debut 
records. 

B-52s frontman Fred Schnei¬ 
der released a solo album in 1996, 
Just Fred, produced by Steve Albi- 
ni, who has worked with Nirvana 
and Sonic Youth. The producer’s 
trademark loud and raucous 
sound is showcased here, and 
while it’s fun to hear an old queen 
like Fred punk out, the novelty 
wears off quickly, leaving one with 
a rather ordinary rock record, al¬ 
beit well-produced. 

Extra Fancy’s Sinnerman was 
released on Atlantic earlier this 
year, before the band was uncere¬ 
moniously dropped by the label. 
However, the indie-label version 
of the album made my top ten list 
last year. 

Really, the only queer band on 
my list that seems to be in every 
other critic’s top ten is Olympia, 
Washington’s Sleater-Kinney. 
Singer-guitarist Corin Tucker’s 
previous band, Heavens To Betsy, 
was just as intense and powerful 
as Sleater-Kinney, but for some 
reason this post-riot grrrl trio has 
gotten considerably more press. 
Maybe it just took a few years for 
everyone else to catch up with 
Corin’s urgent singing and angry 
songwriting. 

The following top ten picks is a 
diverse mix of records by both 
queer and straight artists, and 
music that runs the gamut, from 
rock to techno. As usual, it is en¬ 
tirely subjective. 


Placebo: two tall Swedes and an American pixie from London. 


Underworld —Second Toughest 
in the Infants (Wax Trax!/TVT) 
Quite simply the best dance 
music of the year. Techno with 
surprising warmth, due in part 
to the sensitive use of guitars, 
vocals, and lyrics. Sounds like 
rave music made by humans, 
not robots. ▼ 


L.A.'s finest: The Geraldine Fibbers 


Cibo Matto —Viva! La Woman 
(Warner Bros.) 

Two Japanese women from 
New York’s Lower East Side con¬ 
coct a musically eclectic album on 
which practically every single 
song is about food. 

Eat Static —Epsylon 
(Planet Dog/Mammoth) 

Featuring two ex-members of 
English prog rock band Ozric 
Tentacles, this CD is what hap¬ 
pens when aging hippies start

This limited-edition CD 
attempts to capture that vibe. 
Simply the finest mix of country 
and rock you’ll ever hear. 

Marilyn Manson —Antichrist 
Superstar (Nothing/Interscope) 
Beating the sophomore jinx, 
this is scary satanic industrial rock 
made palatable by an almost sing- 
along pop sensibility. Parents 
should fear for their lives when 
their children listen to this.

Placebo —Placebo (Caroline)

R.E.M .—New Adventures 
in Hi-Fi (Warner Bros.) 

For three days straight all I lis¬ 
tened to was “Leave,” perhaps one 
of the greatest R.E.M. songs ever. 
Once my obsession with this track 
passed, I discovered the rest of the 
CD isn’t so bad either. 

Sch eer— Infliction (4AD) 
Pantera meets The Sundays.

Cecilia Bartoli shines in 
Metropolitan Opera telecast

■ don’t think it is any secret that 
the Metropolitan Opera’s new 
production of Mozart’s Cosi 
fart tutte — telecast on PBS Mon¬ 
day, December 30 (check local 
listings for time) — was mounted 
for the long-awaited Met debut of 
Cecilia Bartoli. The modest role of 
Despina in this delicious sex com¬ 
edy allowed her to perform with¬ 
out having to carry the show and 
risk repeating the disaster that 
struck another overhyped debu¬ 
tant, Robert Alagna, in last sea¬ 
son’s La Boheme. 

The role of the wily, avaricious 
maidservant, usually sung by a 
squeaky soubrette, fits the ebul¬ 
lient Roman mezzo like a Spandex 
glove. Every recitative is clear as 
crystal, while the camera adores 
Bartoli’s dimpled expressions and 
pudgy little body. If stage director 
Lesley Koenig had resisted the 
temptation to turn Despina into a 
figure of tragedy in the finale — 
you haven’t seen that black a brow 
since the Crawford coat hanger 
incident — the portrait would 
have been even more endearing. 

Fortunately, this Cost, video¬ 
taped last February, is not just a 
Bartoli sideshow, but an intelli¬ 
gently conceived and acted psy¬ 
chological comedy, controlled by 
a suave ringmaster in Thomas 
Allen’s philosophical Don Alfon¬ 
so. The two fickle sisters from Fer¬ 
rara, Fiordiligi and Dorabella, are 
the sort of wealthy, idle young 
minxes who deserve the mean 
trick Alfonso plays on them. 
Characterized as pretty and shal¬ 
low (perhaps more than librettist 
Lorenzo da Ponte meant), they 
are sung and acted to perfection 
by Carol Vaness and Susanne 
Mentzer, both slender, attractive 
women with major voices. 

Major, that is, if you can accept 
a certain American coolness that 
infects both ladies and Dwayne 
Croft, the tall, smooth baritone 
from Cooperstown who looks as 
if he should be playing first base 
for the Yankees rather than 
singing Guglielmo. All my Met 
pals drool over Croft; he certainly 
is a sight to behold in tight white 
military breeches. You have to de¬ 


cide for yourself, however, if crisp 
American confidence is what you 
really desire in an opera singer. 

I might not have noticed, ex¬ 
cept that Jerry Hadley sings Fer- 
rando, the hapless lover of the 
ditsy Dorabella. As part of the bet 
with Don Alfonso, Ferrando gets 
to break down Fiordiligi’s defens¬ 
es in “Fra gli amplessi,” the most 
seductive love duet in opera. As he 
recently demonstrated in SF 
Opera’s Tales of Hoffmann, 
Hadley’s vocal method seems 
breathy and not entirely centered 
these days, but he has also stopped 
forcing his lovely, Italianate tenor. 

Viewing the Cosi video only 
days after I saw the last Hoffmann 
performance, I realized I was hav¬ 
ing the same reaction to Hadley’s 
Mozart that I had to his Offen¬ 
bach character. I was believing 
him. While most in this cast give 
elegant demonstration of 18th- 
century artifice, Hadley comes 
across as a real person. This Fer¬ 
rando probably flunks bed check, 
can’t keep his musket clean, and 
clearly overindulges in pasta and 
vino. Yet when he breaks in on 
Fiordiligi’s mock heroics and de¬ 
mands that she yield to him, his 
disheveled messiness makes him 
irresistible. Vaness positively hurls 
herself at him. 

Michael Yeargen’s stage pic¬ 
tures of out-of-doors Naples are 
ravishing, bright and blue-green 
like the Tyrrhenian Sea, with ter¬ 
rific lighting by Duane Schuler. I 
haven’t seen such a well-lit Met 
TV program since those blinding 
Ponnelle Mozart shows from the 
’70s. I’m not sure, however, why 
so much of Act One is played in 
Despina’s gloomy kitchen; ladies 
of leisure did not spend time 
below stairs. That scene, Koenig’s 
darkening of Despina in the fi¬ 
nale, and James Levine’s heavy, 
muscular conducting strike me as 
misguided attempts to give this 
gossamer opera weight. Anyone 
foolish enough to think he or she 
can improve Mozart is a candi¬ 
date for literal head-shrinking. 

As for ubiquitous TV director 
Brian Large, he keeps his cameras 
on Bartoli whether Despina is im¬ 
portant to the scene or not. It’s 
called commerce, or love. Bartoli 
inspires both in equal measure. T

T en books by or about gay 
men that made an impres¬ 
sion this year: all show gen¬ 
uine vision, all are “of the mo¬ 
ment,” and all have great legs— 
that is, they can be read and re¬ 
read with pleasure. 

Aviary Slag by Jacques Servin 
(Fiction Collective Two) 

Bay Area author Jacques 
Servin was recently in the news 
for programming images of biki¬ 
ni-clad musclemen playing kissy- 
face into a video game during his 
day job. Equally subversive in 
prose, Aviary Slag is a delightful 
compendium of verbal invention 
and hilarious nonsense. Sample 
title: “He-Man Moments: The 
Matchless Shafts of Eventfulness.” 

The Beauty of Men by Andrew 
Holleran (William Morrow and Co.) 
Eighteen years after the semi¬ 


nal gay novel Dancer from the 
Dance, Andrew Holleran pub¬ 
lished his third novel. His protag¬ 
onist, Lark, might have been one 
of the clones drugging and disco- 
ing with Dancer’s Malone on Fire 
Island back in the day, but Beau¬ 
ty finds him pushing fifty. Haunt¬ 
ed by the deaths of friends from 
New York, he lives in North Flori¬ 
da to care for his elderly mother. 
Lark spends his days shuttling be¬ 
tween the nursing home and the 
boat ramp, an oasis off the high¬ 
way for cruising and bush sex. 
Leavened by Lark’s wry humor 
and insight. Beauty is full of 
memorable characters, dead and 
alive, and honesty about ex- 
urban gay life. 

Funny Boy by Shyam Selvadurai 
(William Morrow and Co.) 

Shyam Selvadurai’s beautiful 
first novel is a coming-of-age 
story set in Sri Lanka against the 
backdrop of civil war between the 
Tamils and Sinhalese. Selvadurai 


fled the 1983 riots in Colombo 
with his family, and now lives in 
Toronto. Funny Boy is full of nos¬ 
talgia for his homeland, an exile’s 
bittersweet look back. But it is 
equally the story of how a boy’s 
gay awakenings can co-exist with 
a very traditional homelife. At the 
novel’s outset, young Anjie plays 
with the girls. By its climactic end, 
he’s playing with a handsome 
schoolmate. 

Journeys & Arrivals 

by Lev Raphael (Faber and Faber) 
Fiction writer Lev Raphael’s 
essays on being gay and Jewish are 
defiant in their strong sense of 
ethnic and sexual identity. His 
stories and novel. Winter Eyes, are 
remarkable for their honesty and 
insight, and his autobiographical 
pieces turn out to be similarly 
piercing. My favorite essay here is 
a fiery retort to (gay, Jewish) au¬ 
thor David Leavitt’s and others’ 
attacks on Andrew Holleran, orig¬ 
inally published in Lambda Ris¬ 
ing, titled, “Why Are They Bash¬ 
ing Dancer from the Dance?” 

Let It Bleed by Gary Indiana 
(Serpent's Tail) 

Gary Indiana is the gleeful pi¬ 
ranha of alternative journalism. 
Only Indiana could tongue-lash 
gregg araki for not reading books, 
then offer him a blowjob, as he 
did in a Voice interview. His fic¬ 
tion is brilliant, but this collection 
of essays published between 1985 
and ’95 proves Indiana to be the 
sharpest wit on today’s news¬ 
stands. 

A Man of the House 

by Stephen McCauley 
(Simon & Schuster) 

Fans of Stephen McCauley’s 
previous novels The Object of My 
Affection and The Easy Way Out 
will enjoy his latest. Clyde 
Carmichael is a portrait of a gay 
slacker, slouching towards middle 
age, teaching adult education 
courses like “Love and Marriage, 
Horse and Carriage: Relationship 
Issues in some Nineteenth-Centu¬ 
ry Novels.” His love life: still pin¬ 
ing for an ex-lover-turned-yup¬ 
pie-monster. His living situation: 
roommates with a totally hand¬ 
some, totally unavailable straight 
guy. His idea of a great time: holed 
up in bed, reading stacks of movie 
star bios. McCauley’s novel is tres 
’90s, but without all those annoy¬ 
ing generational markers that de¬ 
note “Gen X” literature.

I m voice of the editor is heard 
across the land: “Make a top 
ten list!” And while there is some¬ 
thing wonderful about having the 
chance to revisit books that 
thrilled and delighted and 
amazed, the question remains: top 
ten what? Novels? Mysteries? Fic¬ 
tion? Non? Do I include best 
achievement or most courageous 
attempt? Most improved or con¬ 
sistently high quality over time? 
My choices for top ten are those 
books that captivated me when I 
first read them and which, in re¬ 
calling them now, fill my reader’s 
heart with unmixed delight. 



Author Katherine V. Forrest 

Liberty Square by Katherine V. 
Forrest (Berkeley Prime Crime) 
The return of Katherine For¬ 
rest’s extraordinary detective, Kate 
Delafield, after a five-year absence, 
was by itself a reason for rejoicing, 
but Forrest offered more than just 
a well-written mystery. She created 
in her fifth Delafield effort a new 
kind of police procedural, one that 
included both political and per¬ 
sonal explorations woven seam¬ 
lessly into the fabric of the narra¬ 
tive. Forrest returned Kate and her 
readers to the horrors of the Viet¬ 
nam War with astonishing skill 
and heart-rending accuracy. The 
result was a gripping mystery that

Nowle’s Passing 

by Edith Forbes (Seal) 

The arrival of Edith Forbes 
second novel, Nowle’s Passing, 
was the triumphant promise of 
her first novel, Alma Rose, ful¬ 
filled. Forbes’ writing was aston¬ 
ishing; her use of language, 
breathtaking. Here was a novel 
that exposed the depths and pains 
and joys of its characters in words 
that captured essences even as 
they freed them and us with a lib¬ 
erating explosion of feeling. Part 
mystery, in the way that Oedipus 
Rex might be called a mystery, 
part family chronicle, Nowle’s 
Passing looked inside the souls of 
its characters and, at the same 
time, offered us, in an exquisitely 
phrased invitation, a chance to 
consider our own lives. 

Acting = Life: An Actor’s Life 
Lessons by Michael Kearns 
(Heinemann) 

An acting textbook that every¬ 
one should read? Hard to imag¬ 
ine, but Michael Kearns’ Acting = 
Life was a gift for the reader. 
Kearns explored the question of 
the authentic self, as it applied 
both to acting and real life, with 
grace and intelligence. Always a 
practical man as well as a con¬ 
summate artist, Kearns offered 
simple exercises to enable the 
reader, actor or not, to find ways 
to her or his truest self, exercises 
filled with humor and heart. 

The Last of Her Lies 

by Jean Taylor (Seal) 

A well-written mystery is one of 
the great pleasures of this or any 
reading life, and Jean Taylor’s second 
Maggie Garrett provided pleasure in 
abundance. Taylor did all the right 
mystery stuff, but she added to that 
richly detailed characters, great 
humor and pointed, albeit affec¬ 
tionate, commentary on our lesbian 
communities. The result was a work 
that challenged as well as enter¬ 
tained, a fun read with extras. 

Not So Much the Fall 

by Kerry Hart (Third Side) 

First novels are rarely worth 
more than passing notice, but 
Kerry Hart’s Not So Much the Fall 
was noteworthy both for its auda¬ 
cious risk-taking and its astonish¬ 
ing success. Hart’s novel was struc¬ 
tured as stream of consciousness, 
and it was the first novel of that 
type I’ve read that had the real feel 
of a mind in torment. The author 


created believable characters and 
placed them in a structure that 
supported their authentic lives. 

Gender Shock: Exploding the 
Myths of Male and Female 

by Phyllis Burke (Anchor) 

Phyllis Burke’s Gender Shock 
was indeed a shocking look at the 
ways in which the heterosexist 
psychiatric establishment contin¬ 
ues to wield its power to damage, 
denigrate and destroy those chil¬ 
dren who fail to conform exactly 
to outmoded and patriarchal gen¬ 
der roles. Burke used case histo¬ 
ries to stunning effect; the coura¬ 
geous struggles of young adults to 
overcome destructive gender 
therapies powerfully supported 
Burke’s thesis. Gender Shock was 
a terrifying and infuriating jour¬ 
ney into the world of institution¬ 
al child abuse - one that demand¬ 
ed not just anger but action. 

The Death of Friends 

by Michael Nava (Putnam) 

We queer people spend a great 
deal of time dealing with both 
identity and the revelation of that 
identity. To whom do we come 
out, and when, and how, are con¬ 
stant conundrums. In his fifth 
Henry Rios novel, Michael Nava 
investigated the corrosive power 
of secrets and the ways in which 
keeping those secrets waste our 
lives. But The Death of Friends was 
more than mere polemic. Nava 
constructed a many-layered mys¬ 
tery that was both technically ex¬ 
cellent and emotionally satisfying. 

Emerald City Blues 

by Jean Stewart (Rising Tide) 
When a writer finds a success¬ 
ful formula, the horrible tempta¬ 
tion is to stick to the formula as 
long as readers are willing to keep 
buying. Jean Stewart, author of 
the very successful Isis science fic¬ 
tion series, risked all with a con¬ 
temporary novel that eschewed 
science fiction for the gritty reali¬ 
ty of street kids in Seattle. Emer¬ 
ald City Blues was a frightening 
look at our children, the gay and 
lesbian teenagers who inhabit the 
flophouses and alleys of our cities. 
Stewart created finely honed char¬ 
acters about whom we cared 
deeply and made us believe in the 
possibility of a happy ending.

( n the days of the great Holly¬ 
wood dream factory, screen 
sirens, could have mousy 
brown hair (Lucille Ball), be hippy 
(Joan Crawford) or flat-chested 
(Katherine Hepburn), have 
droopy boobs (Marlene Dietrich) 
or thick legs (Garbo). But the one 
thing they could not be without if 
they were to achieve goddesshood 
was style, as Patty Fox’s Star Style 
— Hollywood Legends as Fashion 
Icons entertainingly illustrates. 
Using stunning black-and-white 
portraits, salient remarks from the 
stars, and a generous sprinkling of 
dishy anecdotes, Star Style under¬ 
scores the idea that in Hollywood, 
beauty wasn’t so much about 
good looks as it was the ability to 
accessorize, cop an attitude, and 
dress to kill. 

Among those celebrated in 
Star Style are glamour queens like 
Joan Crawford and Marilyn Mon¬ 
roe, stars who seemed imprisoned 
by their own images, and those 
like Katherine Hepburn, who, 
though far less self-involved, al¬ 
ways dressed to impress. 

Marlene Dietrich, perhaps the 
most glamorous of all screen leg¬ 
ends of the 1930s and ’40s, once 
said, “The word glamour means 
something indefinite— unreal, 
desirable but basically out of 
reach.” This book goes a great dis¬ 
tance in revealing the extent to 
which some of these stars went to 
live that unreality. Despite the oc¬ 
casional factual error— Cheyenne 
Autumn was directed by John 
Ford, not John Huston— Star 
Style is a chatty, fascinating read. 
Nobody who loves Hollywood 
lore and gorgeous photography 
should be without it. 

Even if the great Hollywood 
studios of the ’30s and ’40s were 
to suddenly make a comeback, it’s 
unlikely there’d be a man like Syd¬ 
ney Guilaroff to work in them. 
Guilaroff was one of Hollywood’s 
greatest hairstylists during the 
’30s, ’40s and ’50s. He was also a 
trusted advisor and confidant to 
many of the celebrity heads he 
coifed, making him at a certain 
point one of the most envied 
celebrities in La La Land.

I rarely find romantic novels that 
are not impossibly sappy or re¬ 
lentlessly icky.

Guilaroff’s autobiography, 
Crowning Glory: Reflections of 
Hollywood’s Favorite Confidant, is 
the story of a man who respected 
secrets, and who also possessed a 
rare intuitive talent for knowing 
what was right for the actors with 
whom he worked. He was the one, 
after all, who transformed Lucille 
Ball from “just another blonde” 
into a ravishing redhead. 

The author reveals in these 
pages for the first time that he’d 
had a decade-long affair with 
Garbo and a friendship that lasted 
until the movie star’s death. His 
recollections of Garbo and the 
times they spent together are told 
with insight, thoughtfulness, and 
credibility, qualities noticeably ab¬ 
sent from the many books that 
have been penned about Garbo. 

But the best parts of Crowning 
Glory are those devoted to the dis¬ 
cussion of Guilaroff’s work on 
such famous films as The Wizard 
of Oz, Cleopatra, Camille, and The 
Misfits, and his relationships with 
celebrities like Marilyn Monroe, 
L^na Turner, Ingrid Bergman, Liz 
Taylor, and 2,000 others. His list of 
film credits is truly astounding. T 


My Lover Is a Woman: 
Contemporary Lesbian Love 
Poems edited by Leslea Newman 
(Ballantine) 

I don’t know why - perhaps be¬ 
cause we have all written, with 
greater or lesser success, poetry - 
but we seem to find it easy to pick 
up a volume in a bookstore, read

put it back on the shelf. Leslea New¬ 
man’s glorious collection of lesbian 
love poems was a powerful incentive 
to buy, however.
